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VT ith her white hair and friendly 
n bkie eyes, Ann Robinson looics 
like she could be somebody's grand- 
mother. She's not the type one usu- 
ally encounters at cheap motels and 
parks replete with drug addicts and 
x-agrants, but that's often where she 
can be found. Robinson teaches 
homeless children in a school on 
wheels. 

Every school day, Robinson drives 
her van to parks, libraries and mo- 
tels — anywhere in Orange County 
where there are homeless children 
himgry for knowledge, "^e've had 
classes on park benches and in park- 
ing lots," Robinson says. "We've even 
[held] school on the sidewalk." 

Robinson's mobile classroom is 
part of an innovadve program spon- 
sored by the Orange County De- 
partment of Education called 
Project HOPE (Homeless Outreach 
Program for Education). A San 
Juan Capistrano resident and long- 
time teacher, Robinson started the 
program in 1989 after she saw that 
homeless children were being de- 
prived of not only a real home, but 
also of getting an educauon. Since 
most homeless children move so 
frequently among hotel rooms, 
parks, cars and the streets, they are 



unable to attend regular school. So 
Robinson decided to bring school 
to them. "In the beginning, I con- 
ducted class out of the back of my 
car," she says. 

Since its inception, the program 
has expanded, adding two teachers 
and two vans equipped with school 
supplies as well as a computer. 

The teachers realize times are 
tough when enrollment climbs. 
During the 1992-93 school year, 
Robinson taught as many as 50 to 60 
children per week. Newer students 
have parents who have lost their jobs 
and subsequendy dieir houses. But 
through the program, Robinson 
meets kids in all situations: some stu- 
dents have studied with her just 
once before their parents were able 
to find a home, while others have 
stayed in the program throughout 
an entire school year. 

Despite their hardships, the 
homeless children await Robinson's 
visits with anticipation and always 
greet her with smiles. During the 
short time they spend with 
her — usually just once a week for a 
few hours — students listen intendy 
as Robinson re^^ews their completed 
assignments. Afterward, each child 
is allowed time on the computer to 
practice educational programs. 
"Seeing them once a week may not 
seem like much, but before they had 
us they had nothing," Robinson 
points out "They're really excited to 
have someone come to teach them. 
Living in a park is boring. School 
takes on a whole different mean- 
ing," she explains. "They know that 
part of being a child is going to 
school, and they really miss it." 

Homeless children have an ap- 
preciation for school that regular 
students often lack. Ask a homeless 
child what he or she likes best about 
school, says Robinson, and you 
won't get the usual responses of "re- 
cess" or "lunch." histead, these chil- 
dren are excited to learn, and reply 



with answers of "math" and "read- 
ing." "Our meedngs are always very 
warm and friendly. We don't talk 
about their home situations," 
Robinson says. 

Project HOPE also offers a 
school through the YWCA in 
Orange for homeless children who 
are living in a temporary shelter, 
such as a motel room, where they 
can be picked up by van each morn- 
ing. Unfortunately, the HOPE 
school currendy accommodates only 
18 children. The remaining chil- 
dren must make appoinmients for a 
weekly visit with Robinson, who 
teaches at tlie school in die morn- 
ing, and dien drives out to meet the 
homeless in die afternoon. 

Project hope's goal is to keep 
homeless children from falling be- 
hind .so they can return to their 
grade level at a mainstream school 
as soon as diev have a home. 




"We're there to reassure them 
they're important and intelligent," 
says Robinson. 'They may have lost 
their homes, but they haven't lost 
those qualities. We stress that educa- 
tion is so important, it comes to 
vou." For more information, con- 
tact Project HOPE at 800649-5522.

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CMfp through the IVont doors of 
0(;()stii Mesa's A Nile on the Town, 
and \()u'ie surrounded by spectacu- 
lar glit/ and lavish color. It ma\' even 
take a moment for your eyes to ad- 
just to the brilliant light that dances 
off the shimmering sequins. Let 
yonr eyes feast: You don't have to 
buy anything here — if you don't 
want to. 

Renting formal wear — the same 
service that has been available to 
men for decades — is conveniently 
available to ladies. A Nile on the 
Town is a fidl-service formal wear 
rental shop that makes dressing 
for a special occasion a pleasure 
rather tlian an expensive undertak- 
ing. "Men rent their tuxes," says 
one customer, "why can't we do the 
same [with dresses]?" 

A Nile on the Town is stocked 
with dre.ss sizes ranging from size 2 
to 24 (Pat Dunlap, the store's mana- 
ger, savs she's even fitted a few size 
Is and Os on occasion), and stvles to 
(uitfii a woman for an\ formal or 
semiformal occasion. .And Dimlap 
should know: she's rented a varietv' 
of gowns to be worn at limcheons, 
reunions and even presidential 
galas. Last winter, the store fur- 
nished 20 dresses for invitees to 
President Clint(m's inaugural ball. 
The shop also lx)asts a large assort- 
ment of accessories to complement 
an\ gown chosen. 

'We cater to women who always 
want something new and exciting 
to wear." says Dimlap. The shop has 
as many as 5.50 dresses on display 
with new styles arriving almost dai- 
ly, especially at the start of each sea- 
son. One customer rented three 
different dresses to wear to a bene- 
fit auction, a Christmas party, and a 
New Year's Eve af fair. 



One dress in particular, the 
shop's most luxurious and expen- 
sive, is a black, beaded gown with 
silver embroidery, designed by Bob 
Mackie. The dress' S290 rental rate 
and SI, 500 purchase price have 
hardly diminished its appeal: The 
gown has been leased for a high- 
school prom (a function for which 
about 150 dresses are rented), and 
again recently for actor and come- 
dian Eddie Murphy's wedding. 

Even if you don't leave the store 
with that particular gown or even 
one like it, just the experience of 
trying on the glamorous dres.ses is a 
treat for customers, says Dunlap. 
"h's as fun as placing dress up." 

The average rental rate for dres.v 
es ranges from S40 to $180, and 
each piece at A Nite on the Town 
carries a tag that indicates the last 
date the dre.ss was rented. Yet as you 
begin to sift through tJie selection, 
many of tlie tags are blank. "We are 
the only rental boutique with all 
new, seasonal dresses," explains 
Dimlap. The store also .sells out-of- 
.season gowns at 50 percent off tlie 
regular price. All rented dresses are 
dry-cleaned and mav' be altered be- 
fore tliey are worn. 

One biide, who chose to remain 
anonymous lest anyone cridcize her 
for getting married in a rented 
gown, says that shopping at A Nite 
on the Town is "like being in a can- 
dy store without the calories." The 
bride's decision to rent her gown 
was ba.sed on practicality. Instead of 
spending her entire budget on a 
gown she'd wear only once, she de- 
cided to invest in expensive keep- 
.sake earrings. The dress she chose, a 
design by Jessica McClintock, is an 
off-the-shoulder gown with a lace 
bustier and a fitted silk bodice diat 
reiiLs for $150. Bridesmaid's dresses 
are also available to rent for around 
S60. "We've rented gowns to motli- 
ers of brides and modiers of gi ooms 
as well as other family members," 
Dunlap says. 

Many of A Nite on the Town's 
dresses have also been rented by 
beauty-pageant contestants. Even 
the store's few swimsuits for sale 
have been designed with pageants 
in mind by former Miss America, 
(;heryl Prewitt Salem. For more in- 
formation, call A Nite on die Town 
at 557-9088.

(K Escape: Fiji 



It was in the South Pacific near 
Bligii Water, which separates the 
Yasawa Island group from X'iti Le\n, 
Fiji's largest island, that Captain 
William Bligh was cast adrift by the 
rebellions crew of the HMS Bount\'. 
Just a few days after the incident, 
Bligh, manning a seven-meter-long 
boat along with 18 loyal crewmen, 
was chased for several hours by a 
pair of Fijian war canoes launched 
from the Yasawas. 

With Bligh navigating tlirough a 
Ueacherous channel and his weary 
men straining at the oars, the haj> 
less British sailors eventually outdis- 
tanced their determined pursuers. 
It's fortimate for them and their de- 
scendants they did. Otherwise, 
rather than completing the most 
celebrated open-boat voyage in his- 
tory b\' landing at Timor, tlicy could 
have been the main course at a 
Fijian cannibal feast. But that was 
more than 200 years ago. Today, the 
Yasawa Islands beckon travelers witli 
their lush tropical beauty, while the 
natives now subsist on a consider- 
ably more civilized diet. 

It wasn't until 1987, after two 
coups altered die political structure 
of the Fijian government, that re- 
sort development was permitted on 
tliis chain of palm<overed volcanic 
islands. Witli only two small luxury 
resorts in operation, one on Yasawa 
Island and the other on Turtle 
Island, the Yasawas remain an unex- 
plored haven for adventurous souls 
and romantic hean.s. 

The Yasawa Island Lodge, an 
$18.5 million, Australian-owned re- 
sort that opened two-and-a-half 
years ago, is tucked away on its own 
beach on die northern-most island 
that lends its name to the entire 
chain. The tledgling resort accom- 
modates only 15 couples or so in its 
handful of hures (thatched cottages) 
built to resemble traditional Fijian 
bungalows — onlv' significandv' more 
plush. Indeed, the deluxe cottage

suites contain a full range of ameni- 
ties, including spacious kitchens 
with refrigerators, large bathrooms 
with oversized showers, and incredi- 
ble views of a lagoon that reflects so 
many shades of blue, it looks like 
Van Gogh's palette run amuck. This 
kind of luxurv conmiands a premi- 
um ])rice, but its patrons are U eated 
to the kind of lifestvie regiilarlv de- 
scribed by Robin Leach. 

Guests are transported to the is- 
land hideawav' by a small chartered 
aircraft; the breathtaking flight 
across the coral<olorcd Bligh Water 
takes only 30 minutes. A welcoming 
coinmittee greets you with native 
songs, and provides fresh towels, flo- 
ral leis, and tropical drinks to get 
you in the island spirit. The entire 
ensemble, visitors and staff alike, 
boards die bulu bus, a vintiige World 
War II truck customized with a 
thatched roof, for the 10-minute 
ride to the lodge. Bida is a Fijian 
greeting, and it is repeated fre- 
quently both on the Yisiiwa isles and 
on the mainland of \'iti Levu. 

Built on land owned bv the 



Bukama village, the lodge is staffed 
mostly bv' villagers, (iuests are greet- 
ed by name throughout their stay a 
personal touch that maintains the 
casual, relaxed aunosphere of the is- 
land. The serene ambience is fur- 
dier enhanced bv' a pilgiiniage to a 
picturesque village that features a 
small but lively shell market. 

Water sports enthusiasts enjoy 
snorkeling and scuba diving at near- 
bv Paradise Beach, while other 
coastal explorers can discover the 
magical caves at .Sawa-i-Lau. Just a 
half-hoiu' from the lodge by boat 
are the limestone caves of Sawa-i- 
Lau, which were featured in the 
movies The Blue Lngnon and Return 
to the Blue Ijigoon. The main cave is 
illimiinated by a crevice at die top; 
inside is a deep, clear pool diat is a 
perfect spot for a refreshing swim. A 
small, underwater opening leads to 
anodier cave steeped in Fijian lore. 
According to legend, a young chief 
hid his sweetheart here when her 
faiiiilv betrothed her to another. 
The chief brought her food each 
day until they could bodi escape to 
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the safen of another island. 

Take a leisurely dri\e away from 
the resort to see Uie sights of native 
Fiji: tlic miles ;uid miles of sugarcane 
fields and the villagers who carry 
machetes and walk great distances 
along the beim, trudging from the 
fields to iheir Imres. E\ery now and 
then, you might catch a glimpse of a 
mongoose dai Ung across die narrow 
r()a(hva\. And it's not uncommon 
here to see the skies darken due to 
slash-and-bui n farming. Fijians drive 
on the op|)osiie side of the road; 
camion, therefore, must be exer- 
cised b\ loreign drivers and pedes- 
trians aliki'. 

Save \()iir appetite for the end of 
the dav. Dinners at the resort are 
global affairs, with guests from the 
L'nitcd Stales seated with visitors 
from .\usiialia, New Zealand and 
Lngland. Fnjoy a traditional lovo 
least, which is prepared by digging 
pits in the sandy soil and burying in 
them generous portions of beef, 
lish. lamb and pork wrapped Ughdy 
in banana leaves. The sumptuous 
barbecued entrees are accompanied 
by tasty salads and an assortment of 
delicious tro|)ical fruits. 

Wliili- liivd is considered tlie ulti- 
mate Fijian meal, 
kava is the popular 
national drink. No- 
where is it better ex- 
perienced than at a 
formal yagona cere- 
mony, performed at 
births, marriages, 
deaths and other 
significant events. \ 
special invitation by 
Ilami Nabiali, a lo- 
cal constable, to 
meet a village chief 
qualifies as such an 
event. 

Back on the 
Mainland, the drive 
to Natadola Beach 
(an international 
Mu luig iiu'( ca) from Nadi, V'iti 
Levu's second largest city, takes 
nearlv an hour by car. The beach it- 
self is located about \5 minutes 
from ihe m.iin road, and the dirt 
road lurnolf is easy to miss. Nabiali's 
village, Sanasana, is a short five- 
minuie jaimt by car up a steep hill 
with a ijanoraniic vista of white 
s;inds aiui lui f|uoise waters. 



As Nabiali proudly points out his 
village's Methodist church and the 
elevated site where the late chiefs 
Imre once stood before its destruc- 
tion by Cyclone Oscar 10 vears ago, 
he provides a running commentary 
on local customs and manners. For 
instance, it is impolite for visitors to 
wear hats in the villages; this is a 
privilege reserved for die chief It is 
also disrespectful for women to wear 
immodest clothing in public, and 
shoes must be taken off before en- 
tering a bure. In Sanasana, as in 
many odier Fijian villages, bures are 
being replaced by contemporary 
housing to better vvidistand the dev- 
astation of cv'clical storms. 

A sevu sevu, or gift, is presented 



clapped by the assemblage three 
times, and the cup is passed back 
for the ritual to be repeated by the 
others. The drink's taste is difiicult 
to describe, but its effects are not. 
Although kava contains no alcohol, 
it strangely numbs the lips and 
tongue and induces a mildly eu- 
phoric state. 

As in most villages, there are no 
television sets, no electricity, no au- 
tomobiles and no video games. But 
make no mistake, this is not a de- 
prived society. The people here are 
among the friendliest and happiest 
anywhere, and they exist in a con- 
tented lifestv le that is rare. 

Indeed, there may come a rime 
when the vast sugarcane plantations

by visitors to the village chief. 
Usually, die offering is a bimdle of 
dried \agoiia roots, which come 
from an indigenous pepper plant. A 
powder derived from it is mixed 
with water in a hand-carved wooden 
bowl, and kava, a diluted, brackish 
solution, looks as appetizing as a 
mud cocktail gone bad. 

As the kava is being prepared — 
the powder is formed into a small 
ball and strained through what 
looks like a well-worn sock — 
Nabiali bows his head and says a 
prayer, his solemn incantation offi- 
cially welcoming the strangers to 
his village. His uncle's house is 
large by island standards, and at 
the moment provides shelter for 
his extended family. The main 
room is sparsely decorated with 
handwoven mats, photographs, 
and a large Inpa — a wallhanging 
made from the water-soaked bark 
of the paper mulberry — that domi- 
nates the interior. 

Once the kava is ready, it is 
served in a coconut shell cup. 
Before drinking the brown liquid, 
the recipient claps his hands, says 
"bula," and then swallows the con- 
coction in one swift gulp. Hands are 



that blanket the Fiji Islands are in- 
tersected by ma.ssive freeways, and 
the simplicity of village life is gob- 
bled up by the complexities of 
metropolitan living. That time may 
not be far off Enjoy the simplicity 
Fiji has to offer while you can.

During the holiday sea.son, you're 
more likeK' to use \onr credit cards, 
which puts you at greater risk for be- 
ing the victim of theft or fraud. Aid^

avoid getting burned. 

•Carefully check your monthly 
credit card statement for errors 

and fraudulent charges as soon as 

vou receive it. 

•Report lost or sU)len cards as 
soon as you discover them missing. 

•Don't gi\e out \our credit card 
number over the phone unless 
you initiate tlie call. 

•Nevei' gi\e your credit card ac- 
count number to anyone luiless 
you're making a pincha.se, reserv- 
ing a hotel room or renting a car. 

•Keep tabs on your credit cards. 
Make sure the store clerk destrovs 
anv carbon copies, does not make 
an)' extra imprints, and returns \our 
card to you before you leave.

SLIP SLIDING AWAY 

This time of year, even sunny 
Southern (California is likely to see 
sonie of diat wet stuff known to the 
rest of the country as rain. A stormy 
day and a set of worn dres adds up 
to hydroplaning conditions, which 
can spell disaster for the unwary 

H\'dropIaning happens when the 
water in front of a car's tires builds 
up faster Uian the car's weight can 
push it out of the way. This buildup 
causes die car to ri.se up and ride on 
a thin layer of water between the 
tires anci the road. The car may 
completely lo.se contact with the 
road and skid, or drift across die wa- 
ter's surface. 

To protect yoin self against hy- 
droplaning, make sin e your car is 
fitted with a good .set of tires, and 
make certain tires are not past their 
prime; worn tires don't lia\e a deep 
enough tread to allow water to es- 
cape from undenieadi diem. Odier 
ways to prevent hydroplaning are 
simple: Slow down on wet roads, 
sieer clear of puddles and try to 
drive in the tire tracks left by 
cars ahead of you. 

If you find yourself hy- 
droplaning, don't panic. 
Avoid sudden braking or tiirn- 
ig, which may cause skidding. 
5 Instead, ease up on the gas 
and allow the car to slow down 
until you can get a feel for the 
road again. If you have to 
irake, do so bv lightlv pump- 
ing the brake pedal.

The holidays are traditionally 
tlie lime for Oraiige County's 
most elegant parties and celebra- 
tions. The champagne flows, ladies 
glow in velvet and tiif'f'eta, and gen- 
tlemen, crisply attired in black lie 
and tails, offer toasts to old friends 
and the New Year. 

1993 is no exception. Numerous 
festive events crowd the December 
calendar: balls, galas, dances and 
soirees. But just exactly what is a 
"gala"? Or a "soiree," for that mat- 
ter? Oraiigp Coasl keeps you au 
courani with our guide to the sea- 
son's brightest holiday galas. 

WHAT'S WHAT— AND WHEN 

If you're a little confused about 
the exact definition of what a gala 
or soiree is, take heart. These affairs 
are a part of our social institudon 
and as such, continue to evolve in 
response to tlie needs of our chang- 
ing societ}'. 

To begin widi die simplest term, 
a "ball" is the most formal type of 
dance. It takes place in the late 
evening and usually includes din- 
ner. According to Emily Post, the 
primarv difference between a ball 
and a "dance" is that balls arc cro.ss- 
generational. C.uests at a dance are 
all about the .same age, while guests 
at a ball may include high-school 
students and their great-grandpar- 
ents. Dances are characteristically 
less formal, somelimes held earlier 
in the day, and do not neces,saril\' in- 
clude food. Thus diere are dinner 
dances, cocktail dances and even 
lea dances. 

Balls were originally private af- 
fairs, or "grand balls" given by the 
upper crust as an opportunity to 
don their finest jewels and gowns 
and to maintain their standing in 
society. In 1922, Emily Post wrote, 
"Snobbish as it sounds and is, a bril- 
liant ball is necessarily a collection 
of brilliantly fashionable people, 
and the hostess who gathers in all

the oddly assorted frumps on the 
outskirts of society cannot expect to 
achieve a very distinguished result." 

.According to Post, in those days, 
it ras not proper for a gendeman to 
escort an unmarried lady to am so 
cial occasion. Unmarried women al- 
wavs arri\ed at a ball escorted b\' a 
chaperone, such as an aunt. Eti- 
quette demanded that men dance 
with every available woman at the 
ball at least once, although the 
"belle of the ball" was often sur- 
rounded by eager suitors who asked 
to cut in as she whirled about the 
dance floor with a chosen beau. A 
popular girl might change dance 
partners ever\' half-dozen steps. 

For her part, an eligible young 
woman was expected to dance with 
every man who asked her unless he 
was drunk or obnoxious. If she 
didn't care to dance, she was sup- 
posed to invite her admirer to join 
her where she was seated. 



The days of j)rivate balls ai e long 
gone, but dieir descendants, such as 
the debutante ball, die military b;ill 
and the charily ball, are sull willi us, 
iuid many of tlic social conventions 
developed for die giand ball contin- 
ue. For example, people seated at 
the same table often exchange 
dances. In this ca.se, a gentleman 
should ask each woman at the table 
to dance. Other venerable institu- 
tions sometimes still found at balls 
include die grand march {ancestor 
of the Easter pai ade) and die recei> 
lion line. 

.A gala is also a very forniiil iilfair. 
It is a celebration that usually in- 
cludes food and dancing, plus some 
other acti\iU' such as an aucdon or 
musiciil perfornuuice. Galas are usu- 
all\' held for charity. In recent years 
the line of distinction has blurred 
benveen galas and balls, because .so 
many balls are held as charity events 
and include fund-raising acdviues. 
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A soiree (French for evening par- 
ty), is iisiialK less formal tlian a ball, 
and the iiiviiation list is shorter and 
more seled. Although a soiree usu- 
ally includes food, dancing is not al- 
ways on the evening's agenda. 
Clheck befoi e putting on your danc- 
ing shoes. 

WHITE TIE VS. BLACK TIE: 
WHAT TO WEAR 

According to Emily Post, the cor- 
rect dress for a man going to a for- 
mal hall is white tie and tails. This 
means dial men wear a tailcoat with 
matching trousers, a white waistcoat, 
wing-collared shirt and white bow 
tie. Women wear very formal, long 
evening gowns and elbow-length 
gloves, which should be removed 
before smoking, eating or going 
through a reception line. Military 
[)crsoiHiel should wear formal dress 
uniforms, 

However, since few people own 
white de and tails or ball gowns these 
days, most galas and balls are "black 
Ue," one sie|) down on llie ladder of 
formal wear. Black-tie attire for men 
consists of a iiixedo or dinner jacket 
widi matching pants, a cummerbund 
or vest. |)lcaied white shirt, and black 
bow tie. Women 
wear formal gowns, 
which may be ei- 
dier long or short. 
Military personnel 
wear a dinner dress 
jacket uniform or 
dress blues. 

Both white-tie 
and black-tie affairs 
call for a bouton- 
niere or corsage. 
And in general, it 
is not proper to 
wear white-tie or 
black-tie attire be- 
fore 6:00 p.m. 

While the term 
"informal" may 
sound like cutoffs 
and an old sweat- 
shirt to some, on 
the society page it 
means "not formal." To diese so-spec- 
ified exenls. men wear dark business 
suits and wiiite shirts, wiiile women 
can chose their ature fiom a rariety' 
of outfits: cocktail dresses, dinner 
dres,ses and e\ening dre.sses in long 
or short st\les. as fashion dictates. 



A TOAST TO TOASTS 

A word here about toasts, since 
die holiday season is an open in\ita- 
tion to these heartwarming gestures 
of friendship. Toasting dates back to 
the days when wine was served 
warm with a piece of toast floating 
in it. Toasts are appropriate at any 
gadieiing, and ;irc often a nice addi- 
tion to an evening .since diey inspire 
feelings of warmth and cama- 
raderie. Anyone can make a toast, 
aldiough die host usually offers die 
first. Toasts are most commonly 
made during dinner, sometime be- 
tween serving the first course and 
de.ssert. 

The person who gives the toast 
stands up, raises his or her glass, 
and pronounces, "I'd like to pro- 
pose a toast to..." The rest of the 
party will raise dieir gla.sses and re- 
peat the toast. Then everyone 
drinks together A toast may be giv- 
en with wine or even water, but nev- 
er with an empty gla.ss. In military 
circles, a seiies of toasts is often giv- 
en, beginning with "To the Presi- 
dent" and ending with "To the 
ladies."

The following evening, the stage 
moved to the hall's center for arena 
seating, (which accomodates 1,780) 
for an appearance by Henry Man- 
cini and Cleo Liine in an evening 
performance of and film music. 
By Friday, the stage had returned to 



its traditional hall-end position for 
Judy Collins' folk performance, seat- 
ing 1,46,5 in the lyric configuration. 
Finally, the floor was cleared and ta- 
bles and chairs were set up so re- 
freshments could be served for the 
cabaret sealing performance of the 
Preservation Hall Band's Dixieland 
jazz.

oan Rivers has seen practically 
everything and heard even more. You'd 
almost have to believe that nothing and 
no one— with the possible of exception 
of New York disc jockey, Howard 
Stern— could shock her these days. "I 
love Howard so much. Sure he shocks me, 
but I like people who say what they 
think," says the talk-show maven. "You 
don't have to agree with them, but at 
least you know where they are, what 
they're talking about— what they believe. 
Howard says what he thinks and that's 
refreshing." 

What really shocks Rivers these days 
aren't transvestites, men with 10 wives 
or divorce settlements of the rich and 
famous— those topics have been standard 
fare on Rivers' talk-show menu for 
years. "The way people are 00/ bringing 
up children, the lack of values and no 
home life, the victimization of our

society and the lack of initiative in 
our society — everything shocks me," 
she says in out-of-character serious- 
ness. So serious, in fact, you might 
think you were hstening to someone 
else entirely. But don't sell Rivers 
short. Your initial impression of her 
with the perfectly coiffed blond bob, 
the raspy, commanding voice — the 
very name itself — may conjur up the 
familiar image of the talk-show diva, 
but in that image you see only part of 
who she truly is. 

Rivers, who turned 60 last June, 
has a host of credits to her name, not 
the least of which is The Joan Rivers 
Shoiv. The program earned Rivers a 
1989 Emmy for Outstanding Talk/ 
Service Show Host, and consistently 
gamers terrific audience response for 
its candid analysis of subjects and 
Rivers' ability to reel in top-name 
guests. 

After five years of production, 
however, the show will be retired on 
December 31 to make way for Can 
We Shop?, a daily, one-hour, national- 
ly syndicated program that combines 
celebrity interviews with the phe- 
nomenal success of televised home 
shopping. Rivers is ecstatic about the 
premise — and promise — that such a 
format holds. "The daytime talk 
show marketplace has become so 
bloated that everyone is having a dif- 
ficult time coming up with original 
ideas and unique guests," she says. 
"The final straw was when I saw 
guests who had been on my show a 
few weeks earlier on three other 
shows, saying the same things — even 
wearing the same clothes." 

In the end. Rivers and Tribune 
Entertainment, which distributes The 
Joan Rivers Shoiv, decided it was time 
for a new challenge. "Can We Slwp? is 
not only a natural progression, but 
combines all the elements I love best 
about daytime television. We had 
originally intended to continue with

The ]oan Rivers Show, as well, but we 
everitually realized it was physically 
impossible to do the required num- 
ber of shows per week along with all 
of my other commitments," Rivers 
says candidly. 

But long before the brainstorm 
idea came along for Can We Shop?, it 
was the success of The joan Rivers 
Shoiv that lead the USA Network to 
sign her to host another talk-format 
program, this time with a gossipy- 
twist. Aptly called Gossip! Gossip! 
Gossip!, the twice-weekly, half-hour, 
all-gossip program built a loyal fol- 
lowing, but recently became yet an- 
other victim of the cancellation war- 
fare that is dictated by a fickle 
television audience and the even 
more fickle whims of television pro- 
gramming executives. 

Such was the case with Rivers' 
1986 late-night program. The Late 
Shoiv starring Joan Rivers, which 
pleased audiences with its live for- 
mat and a witty brand of humor that 
only Rivers can deliver so effectively. 
The show, which Rivers took on after 
a three-year stint as the sole perma- 
nent guest hostess of NBC's The 
Tonight Shozv with Johnny Carson, 
made its debut on newcomer Fox 
Television. But when the show failed 
to yield astronomical ratings. Fox 
and then-president of Fox Network, 
Barry Diller, pulled the plug on the 
show a mere eight months after its 
celebrated debut. "The ratings were 
terrific," Rivers says in retrospect, 
"but [the Fox Network] was expect- 
ing, with their new station, higher 
ratings than they ever got." 

But is Rivers all talk? Not entirely. 
Aside from her television and stage 
work, she has written several books, 
including Enter Talking, an autobiog- 
raphy that hit No. 4 on the Neiv York 
Times' best-seller list. And among her 
favorite endeavors is The Joan Rivers 
Classics Collection, a line of fashion 
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jewelry marketed on the QVC Net- 
work. The line provides Rivers with 
an outlet to express her creative tal- 
ents, since she has assumed an inte- 
gral role as the line's designer. She 
was initially approached by QVC's 
CEO Barry Diller — the same Barry 
Oilier who had fired Rivers just three 
years prior at Fox — who saw the op- 
portunity to embark on a lucrative 
venture with the star. "I wasn't sure I 
wanted to do [the line], but after I got 
started, I realized how much I love 
[designing]," she says. "We've been 
doing very well. It's our third year 
and we've [sold] $60 million worth of 
product," she says proudly. "I love it. 
Half my life now is designing." 

Though Rivers would seem to 
have it all, she'll be the first to tell 
you that while she has enjoyed suc- 
cess, she has also suffered her share 
of setbacks. Most notably was the 
tragic death of her husband Edgar 
Rosenberg, who committed suicide 
in 1987 at the age of 62. His death 
spawned a series of uphill struggles, 
not only for Rivers, but also for the 
couple's daughter, Mehssa, now 23. 

In the aftermath of Rosenberg's 
death, there was a disheartening peri- 
od of estrangement between mother 
and daughter, and a very real sense 
that Rivers was somehow responsible 
for Rosenberg's suicide. Rivers felt 
compelled to shoulder the blame, since 
although she and Rosenberg had en- 
joyed a happy marriage, they had re- 
cently separated when he took his life. 

Without her husband or the sup- 
port of her daughter, and with her ca- 
reer in limbo. Rivers took control of 
the one thing she could: her eating. 
For six months, she battled bulimia. 
"Somebody explained to me that bu- 
limia, at that point, is the only thing 
in your life you can control," she 
says. "When I realized that, 1 
thought, '1 better get a hold of my life 
and learn to control more things.'"

Rivers jump-started her life by do- 
ing what she does best — she began 
working again, returning to the 
Broadway stage in a production called 
Bvoadway Bound. Working seemed to 
provide the catharsis she needed. 
Although she desperately worried 
that she and Melissa would never be 
able to set aside the resentment and 
blame that had become so much a 
part of their relationship, with the 
help of a therapist, the two began to 
connect again. "It was very difficult," 
Rivers recalls. "I think truly [what 
made the difference was that] both of 
us wanted to get back together." 

The problems that Rivers and 
Melissa were forced to face helped 
them to forge a bond that is stronger 
than ever. "We're two women now. 
We got back [together] on a totally 
different level, as women and as 
friends, rather than [just] a mother 
and a daughter," Rivers says. 

With a higher awareness in their 
relationship came an elevated level of 
respect for each other's career goals 
and personal aspirations. After grad- 
uating in 1989 from the University of 
Pennsylvania with high honors in 
European history, Melissa decided to 
follow in her mother's show-business 
footsteps. She hosted her own two- 
minute gossip segments on MTV's 
Hangin' zoith MTV in 1992, and cur- 
rently reports on youth-related sto- 
ries for MTV and CBS This Moniing. 

So how does mom feel about the 
parallel career path her daughter is 
taking? Rivers, who attended Bamard 
College in New York, remembers 
vividly how her own parents weren't 
supportive of her decision to go into 
show business. "1 don't blame them!" 
she can now empathize. She recalls 
that when Melissa announced her 
own similar career goals, "I got a little 
crazy — but when you're driven, you 
have no choice." But now. Rivers and 
Melissa even have plans to work to- 



gether. Set to begin production next 
summer is an NBC-TV movie that 
chronicles their rocky relationship fol- 
lowing Edgar's suicide. 

While Rivers is proud of Melissa's 
successes, she wants for Melissa 
"what we would all like [our kids] to 
have: a happy life and a happy rela- 
tionship with somebody [she loves]." 

Rivers has been called the "queen 
of the barbed one-liners" — and her 
success stands as a testament to the 
effectiveness of her quick wit and 
strong persona, but she is far from 
being the standard-issue interviewer. 
She has also been a nahonal spokes- 
woman for the CysHc Fibrosis Foun- 
dation, an advocate for Suicide Pre- 
vention, and since 1982, an active 
figure in the war on AIDS — long be- 
fore it was politically correct to do so. 

Even so. Rivers is not likely to de- 
nounce those who've taken to dis- 
playing their come-of-late support by 
wearing the red ribbons that have be- 
come as much a fashion statement as 
a symbol of solidarity. "Thank God 
[they're doing it]. If you've ever read 
the book. And the Band Played On, 
[you'd realize that] by the year 2000, 
40 million people will be HIV-posi- 
tive," she points out. "So thank God 
we're [becoming] more aware of it." 

For Rivers, life just seems to get 
more promising. Even her personal 
life seems to be bringing her some 
long-awaited happiness, though she 
prefers to keep mum on the subject. 
"There's no one special, but there are 
two men I like very much," she says 
with uncharacteristic reserve. 

And who might you think the talk- 
show queen would give her right arm 
to dish with next? You might be sur- 
prised at the answer: "Right now, 
[Russian President Boris] Yeltsin. And 
obviously, I'd really love to get ahold 
of Hillary Clinton — if she would tell 
the truth." Why Joan, is that an invita- 
tion — or a challenge? OC

OVERLOAD 

The hannonic parts 
bear as much similarity 
to the melody as Cheez 

Whiz does to cheese. 



In the grand scheme of things, 
that's not nearly as terrible as, say, 
forgetting to floss, but it was a sure 
sign of things to come. Shortly after 
that venerable Polish carol drifted 
out of my consciousness forever, oth- 
ers followed. The melody to "It Came 
Upon A Midnight Clear" vanished 
without a trace, and even "White 
Christmas" evaporated into thin air. I 
simply couldn't sing the melodies 
anymore, at least not like a normal, 
Christmas-loving person. 

But I could still sing at least one 
hannonic part. And all the words. In 
fact, I did just that for about three 
hours a day, from Thanksgiving, 
right up through Christmas Eve. 
Holiday tunes spewed forth from me 
more readily than Muzak from an el- 
evator. And while I could recall every 
single syncopation in the melodies of 
ad jingles that hadn't aired for 30 
years ("You'll wonder where the yel- 
low went when you brush your teeth 
with Pepsodent!"), "Deck the Halls" 
had drained out of my gray matter 
like old crankcase oil from a '52 
DeSoto. I had become a Christmas 
carol zombie. 

I think it all started about 12 years 
ago, when three friends and 1 began 
strolling the bay shore on Balboa 
Island a couple of times each Christ- 
mas season, caroling for fun. All of us 
sang — and still sing — ^with the Pacific 
Chorale, and the casual caroling was 
a welcome break from the more in- 
tense rehearsing and performing the 
chorale did c\ cry Occcniber. It was 
also a sure-fire way to get dragged 
off the sidewalk and into neighbor- 
hood parties. All we had to do was 
load a few carol arrangements into a 
notebook and climb on the ferry. 
Three hours later, full of as many but- 
ter cookies and wassail as we could 
stuff ourselves with, we happily 
made our way home. 

But being practking capitalists, we 



couldn't leave well enough alone. 
One day, a bleary host who was plan- 
ning yet another party offered us a 
gig — ^for money. So we wrapped our- 
selves in long scarves, donned our 
tattered top hats and bonnets, and 
chalked up a payday. 

The word got around, and by the 
following year, we were swathed in 
Victoriana, calling ourselves "The 
What the Dickens Carolers." Our 
music folder swelled to the size of a 
Russian novel, and our dance card 
began to get very full. 

Then it started to happen. Have 
you ever repeated a word over and 
over (try "uvula") until it starts to 
sound like Eskimo and you begin to 
forget what it meant in the first 
place? That's what happens when 
your performances of 'Single Bells" 
start to go into the triple digits. 

There you stand, with a look of 
hearty yuletide cheer beneath your 
bell-crown top hat, merrily belting 
out carol after carol. But behind flie 
crooning smile and twinkling eyes, 
your mind drifts away. You begin to 
wonder why Ingrid Bergman could 
possibly have given up Bogie for 
Victor Laszlo, or whatever the heck 
his name was. And what was the 
name of that cafe in Paris? La Belle 
Aurore? Right. You start to mentally 
hum "As Time Goes By" and then. . . 

Strange. Apparently, "Jingle Bells" 
has been over for a few minutes and 
you've fielded a reqiiest for "Adeste 
Fideles" in Latin and "O, Tanncn- 
biium" in its original German. And 
nobody's looking at you strangely, so 
you must have chimed in on auto pi- 
lot. Which can be good and bad. The 
good news is that you definitely have 
tfie capacity to retrieve the music you 
sai^ and recall it later, often in your 
sleep. The bad news is, unless you're 
a soprano, you can usually only re- 
call your own harmoruc part, which 
bears as much similarity to the 



melody as Cheez Whiz does to 
cheese. The tenor part to "Silent 
Night," for example, consists of ap- 
proximately two notes, which sound 
great in context, but alone creates a 
foghorn-like mantra — and that's 
what you take home with you. 

Unfortunately, thaf s also what you 
bring to Christmas parties. As every- 
one gathers around the piano to sing 
carols, the sickening realization hits 
you: you don't know any — at least 
not any whole ones. You try to chime 
in bravely with your own mutilated 
rendition of the real thing while fel- 
low guests turn and stare at you as 
though you'd just produced a live 
mouse from your mouth. You chuck- 
le and give a stupid shrug as your 
hostess kindly removes your rum 
dder mug from your possession. 

By Christmas E\'e, you've become 
a musical automaton. You can sing 
anything, absolutely anything — the 
only catch is, you have to be with 
three other people to do it. And when 
you do, people listening get misty 
and nostalgic: little children smile at 
you and lovers get all snuggly. If s a 
nice little payoff. 

Then you go home, turn on the 
tube and on comes Holiday Inn and 
Bing starts to croon "White Christ- 
mas." You cock your head at the 
screen and think, "What on earth is 
he singing?" The words seem vague- 
ly familiar, but you couldn't place the 
melody to save your life. 

It's worth it. When you're in cos- 
tume, caroling in a group, you're 
welcome just about anywhere. So 
what if I sound ridiculous when I'm 
on my own at Christmas parties? I 
don't get to go to that many any- 
way — I've usually got a caroling gig. 
Besides, when I quit singing at, oh, 
85, the carol melodies will start com- 
ing back to me. It'll be like hearing 
them for the first time. 

I can hardly wait. OC

High society sunk to abysmal 
depths in ethics and morality. Danny 
and Susie Hernandez fell off the fast 
track after joining in the debauchery, 
as did Stephen Wagner, who stole 
from the children being educated in 
the Newport-Mesa Unified School 
District. Others stole from the home- 
less, as charities were caught diverting 
millions of dollars in contributions. 

Sexual harassment allegations 
jammed the docket at the Newport 
Beach Police Department. Through- 
out the county, fraud reached epi- 
demic proportions in workers' com- 
pensation, automobile insurance and 
medical practice. A sense of helpless- 
ness against such social chaos was 
fostered by our public guardians' in- 
ability to safeguard us from hate 
crimes, gang warfare and economic 
decay. 

This rogues' banquet had us 
clenching our fists in fury. Fueled by 
disappointment and frustration with 
our civic leaders, we felt like drop- 
kicking the next miscreant who came 
along. 

And then came Don Roth. 

The former 4th District County 
Supervisor dragged along with him a 
substantial list of skeletons from his 
political closet: he accepted favors 
from constituents, he carelessly ne- 
glected to register gifts, and reckless- 
ly ignored the limits of contributions. 
His influence seemed to carry a price 
tag. Worst of all, as the charges 
against him surfaced and every pub- 
lic sentry (with the possible exception 
3f the PTA) was building a case 
against him. Roth stonewalled. He 
brushed off the brewing maelstrom 
with sublime arrogance. 

The maelstrom won, of course, and 
in March, at the apex of his 17-year ca- 
reer as an elected official in local poli- 
tics, the chairman of the Orange 
County Board of Supervisors resigned 
and pled guilty — in that order. 
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Roth's allies were left speechless in 
light of the evidence against him and 
the county's citizens shook their 
heads at the rare exposure of corrup- 
tion. The Orange County Register 
called the event "A sad chapter in 
Orange County's political history." 

"More than any other supervisor, 
Don Roth let it be known that he 
liked to be wined and dined," says 
local political reformer Shirley 
Grindle. "And when he was caught, 
he hed and tried to cover it up, and 
dug the hole deeper and deeper. He's 
a cocky little bastard. He brought 
himself down with his arrogant atti- 
tude." In essence, Grindle and her 
peers believe Roth got exactly what 
was coming to him. But that's just 
one side of the story. 

In all fairness, there was no men- 
tion in the political obituaries of 
Roth's considerable achievements as 
Anaheim city councilman, mayor, 
and county supervisor, or of his 
records for aiding the progress of law 
enforcement, easing traffic problems, 
and caring for the needy and elderly. 
There was also no acknowledgement 
that Roth was among those responsi- 
ble for shaping the county, for over- 
seeing its evolution from a disjointed 
receptacle of Los Angeles overspill 
into a metropolitan area with an 
identity distinctly its own. 

Roth's sendoff? He was found 
guilty of seven criminal misde- 
meanors, punishable by 200 hours of 
community service, a $50,000 fine, 
four years of political exile, and three 
years of probation. 

"Whenever a public official is 
forced to resign due to accusations of 
wrongdoing," says Anaheim Mayor 
Tom Daly, a long-time Roth associate, 
"there is a tendency to overlook all 
the good work he may have accom- 
plished in the past." Tell that to 
Richard Nixon. Public officials, by 
nature of their post, must answer to a

higher standard of behavior and 
judgment that never eases up. If s 
much like the George Bush syn- 
drome. As president. Bush reached 
unprecendented highs in popularity 
polls during the Gulf War. Yet be- 
cause of the declining state of the 
economy when the election year be- 
gan, his popularity dropped to an<ill- 
time low. Tne American public foiigot 
his war-time successes and focused 
only on what he hadn't been able to 
accomplish — and the rest is history. 
It's the last act that sticks with peo- 
ple — the mindset is one of "what 
have you done lately?" 

Don Roth wasn't a saint, but nei- 
ther was he the devil. He also wasn't 
the typical polished, detached politi- 
cian, but a grassroots beat-walker fat- 
ed for a fall in a cynical society where 
amity breeds suspicion. 

A simple man who didn't enter 
public service until age 54, Roth's 
congeniality and gregariousness 
swept him upstream in local political 
waters. He was pushed beyond his 
comfort level by the political machine 
and an overly assertive wife, and in 
the end, he simply couldn't conform 
to complex rules. 

And that could be the enduring 
part of his legacy, to have been one 
of the last of his political ilk. As ]X)li- 
tics become increasingly purified, 
only the wealthy will be able to af- 
ford (in cash and scruples) to run for 
office in the future, threatening to 
make an oxymoron of the term 
"public service." 

The corruption of Don Roth? Don 
Roth didn't duuige — the very defini- 
tion of corruption did. 

'The effect is that we're only elect- 
ing people who are rich, who can 
write their own check, completely 
free from any conflict of interest," 
says Dan Wooldridge, who was head 
of Roth's staff and who, dismayed by 
die tightening noose, resigned seven 



months prior to Roth's own resigna- 
tion. 'Tersonally, I don't like govern- 
ment by the rich," says Wooldridge. 

"I think the moral of Don's story is 
that an elected official can't have 
friends," adds Harvey Englander, a 
consultant who helped run several of 
Roth's successful campaigns. 

Roth still has his friends, he just 
doesn't have an office. Nor much to 
say. He declined numerous requests 
to be interviewed for this story, but 
his demeanor left little doubt that he 
is a bitter, resentful man. "I've been 
dragged through the mud with no 
mention of all the good I did in 24 
years of public service [with] all the 
children's centers," he spat at the end 
of one brief connection. "I'm a pri- 
vate citizen now. I don't have to deal 
with it anymore." 

The problem is, he didn't deal with 
it too well even when he still had to. 
It would be hard to dispute the fact 
that Roth ignored the line where 
personal life ends and official duty 
begins. Less certain is whether he 
was motivated by a lack of ethics, or 
simply a lack of sophistication. "Don 
[isj an extremely gregarious fellow 
who alwajrs had difficulty with that 
part of the law that says, even if 
someone has been a personal friend 
of yours, if he takes you out to din- 
ner, you've got to report it. Or, if you 
play golf with someone and recipro- 
cate on the next round, that [too] 
could be a violation," says Eng- 
lander. 'This is Don Roth: The only 
man in Orange County who sold 
real estate here in the Fifties and 
Sixties and didn't become a million- 
aire. He didn't need that. He en- 
joyed being taken out to dinner or 
treated to a game of golf, but he did 
not have his hand out," Englander 
says. 

He did, however, have his luggage 
packed and golf bag stocked. The 
litany of charges against Roth ap- 



peared first as small crumbs until 
soon there was an entire loaf. His 

biggest breach of ethics totaled 
$8,500, but as they say, it's not the 
size of the piano, but rather the tune 
you play on it. 

Even the smallest of Roth's indis- 
cretions serve to underscore a much 
laiger problem For instance: 

•There were the double-billed ex- 
penses for the 1990 European fact- 
finding trip on behalf of the Super 
Speed Train Commission. 

•There was neglect on Roth's part 
to disclose favors from Contel of 
Atlanta, a communications company 
absorbed by GTE in 1991, at the same 
time he was exercising his vote on 
four Contel contracts. 

•He took a junket to New York 
City in 1987 funded by Rrst Boston 
Corp., a Wall Street investment firm. 

•He under-reported golf and 
Anaheim Stadium-access favors val- 
ued at over $3,500 from 1990 to 1991 
from fi\e Gty of Anaheim. 

•He contracted unbilled landscap- 
ing at his Anaheim Hills home total- 
ing $1,950. 

•He enjoyed several stays gratis 
during 1989 and 1990 at the Palm 
Springs condominium of developer 
Magdy Hanna. 

•He received an $8,500 interest- 
free loan from developer Gerard 
Dougher during 1990-91, as well as 
more than $2,000 in meals, travel and 
assorted gifts bestowed from Gerard 
and Dorothy Dougher since 1985. 

That's a lot of ammunition. But the 
most incriminating entry is the one 
involving the Doughers, on whose 
behalf Roth cast a vote in violation of 
abstinence rules. Wooldridge, how- 
ever, deftly defuses Roth's complicity 
in that case. 

"There never would have been a 
conflict if the Planning Commission 
had taken its scheduled action," 
Wooldridge says. "But one of the 
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preMiuM pet 
food O /uppLy 
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commissioners left; he had to go play 
golf. Otherwise, that issue would 
have been resolved at the Planning 
Commission, and would never have 
gone before the Board of Super- 
visors — and Don would never have 
been put in the situation of having 
to vote on the Doughers. They had 
been friends of his for a long time 
without ever having an issue come 
before the board. Don never worried 
that they would come and advocate 
an issue," Wooldridge says in Roth's 
defense. As a defense, it sounds 
weak, but it is a plausible rational- 
ization after the fact. 

In retrospect. Roth's greatest defeat 
was predestined by his greatest tri- 
umph. His survival of a bitter and 
costly three-way brawl for a supervi- 
sor's seat in 1986 honed the curiosity 
of the media and agitated his foes — a 
highly flammable combination. "He 
was the first supervisor in recent 
years to be elected in a very competi- 
tive race," says Wooldridge. "There 
was more money spent in 1986 than 
in any recent campaign. And it was a 
tough, rigorous campaign." 

The Anaheim mayor was per- 
ceived as primary fodder for former 
Congressman Jerry Patterson, and 
Jim Beam, head of the Building 
Industry Association. The runoff fea- 
tured Roth and Beam, "and it got 
pretty vicious," recalls Wooldridge. 
"Even after the controversy over the 
campaign was over and done, a cer- 
tain track record remained," says 
Wooldridge. "Don had to raise a ton 
of money and all that information 
had to be reported. Then someone 
starts a fishing expedition, and 
you've got all these people who gave 
Don all this money and obviously 
liked him a lot." 

"When you wanted to do a story 
about a competitive supervisor race, 
the only one you could really talk 
about was Roth-Beam. It was the first 
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DON ROTH

$1 million supen'isor race in Orange 
County," says Englander. "And, be- 
cause of it, Don had problems with 
certain people whose contributions 
went over conflict-of-interest limits, 
[which meant] he had to abstain from 
votes affecting them." 

Englander pauses in thought, the 
haunting traces of that runaway cam- 
paign apparently still vivid in his 
mind. "There was a great deal of in- 
ternal effort to keep Don from acci- 
dentally... our jobs as staff guys was 
to keep Don from... look, there were 
pages and pages of contributors. It 
was pretty damn hard for anyone to 
remember who they all were. But we 
tried to keep on top of it, to prevent 
Don from acxddentally passiiig a vote 
for somebody with whom he had a 
problem," Fngiander savs, finding 
the words to explain the complicated 
chain of events. 

Clearly, though, there were enough 
loose ends Uu tlie media to tie togeth- 
er into a neat package that would 
eventually be opened by the FBI, the 
Orange County District Attorney's 
office and the California Fair Political 
Practices Commission. The press be- 
came Roth's shadow. 

"It happened, in my opinion," 
Englander says with a shrug, "be- 
cause it was a slow news day. "The 
stories about Don began appearing at 
a time when politics were very dull 
in the county. Political reporters had 
nothing to write about, and they 
were looking for a story, for contro- 
versy," says Englander. "The Times 
and The Register were locked in a dr- 
ctilation battle, and that helped feed 
this thing. The media was enjoying a 
feeding frenzy." 

Suddenly, ignoring the pleas of his 
advisors. Roth refused to respond; he 
seemed oblivious to the charges that 
were mounting against him. But the 
blinders turned into a blindfold, ap- 
propriate for Roth's own political ex- 



ecution. His complacency did him in, 
along with a failing marriage that 

served to erode his judgment and 
make a potentially destructive enemy 
he could not afford. 

Jackie Roth was a domineering 
wife whose ambitions for Roth, by 
many accounts, exceeded his own. 
She was instrumental in prodding 
her reluctant husband to run for su- 
pervisor, for instance, and acquain- 
tances attest she likened herself to 
Mrs. Supervisor. When the votes 
were in, it was "we won," rather than 
"Don won." 

By the time he was re-elected to the 
board. Roth considered Jackie "an 
embanra^ment" to his public image. 
They separated in mid-1990, and 
their divorce became final by January 
1991. The breakup directly affected 
Roth's ensuing woes: Needing an in- 
expensive place to live after ms sepa- 
ration from Jackie, Roth sought rent- 
free accomniodations m a trailer park 
owned by the Doughers to ease the 
burden of a monthly $3,000 mortgage 
on the Anaheim Hills home Jackie 
continued to occupy. And, according 
to a source close to the couple, the 
$1,950 worth of landscaping work at 
Roth's home was independently ar- 
ranged by Jackie Roth. 

And who knows the indirect effect 
of estrangement on an investigation 
of a former spouse? 

"None of us knows what Jackie 
said to the DA and the grand jury," 
Englander says, "but everyone will 
agree it was a distraction he did not 
need at the time. Certainly, the case 
fueled the fires tif discontent. [The di- 
vorce] was another set of headlines 
even tougher to defend against than 
allegations of financial impropriety." 

But Roth wasn't even interested in 
defending his character. The fight 
had gone out of him. "It was so un- 
like Don," says Jerry Pierson, a for- 
mer county shi^'il'f tliroii^qh the 



Orange County Deputy Sheriffs' en- 
dorsement of Roth in 1986, devel- 
oped a respect for him that has since 
grown into friendship. "Don would 
stand out there and lead with his 
chin on anything," says Pierson. "He 
was not a shy or cautious person. He 
was a guv [who would] stand there 
and duke it out. But when this start- 
ed, he changed." 

Roth's behavior puzzled some and 
infuriated others. "For years, Don 
took my advice and it helped elect 
him mayor and to the Board of Su- 
pervisors," says Englander. "Don 
stopped taking that advice, and that 
change did him in. Don had some 
minor infractions and when they first 
surfaced he could have said, 'Yes, I 
made some mistakes, I did them un- 
intentionally; I screwed up.' Had he 
confronted the charges and negotiat- 
ed a settlement, which could easily 
have been done, he would be a su- 
pervisor today — and an effective 
one." 

"A politician needs to face up to 
problems as quickly as possible, not 

let [them] fester, where people with 
other agendas can join in," says 
Wooldridge, discouraged enough by 
Roth's silence to walk away from his 
own $63,190 a year job. "He had to be 
honest out-front, not bullshit out- 
front, and get on with his life and 
career." 

During another brief contact that 
doesn't quite blossom into a full in- 
ter\'iew, Don Roth dulls the pain of 
banishment: "I was ready to retire 
anyway." 

"I don't belie\'e that for a minute," 
Wooldridge retorts. "He had too 
much energy, vitality and too much 
willingness to lead [to just quit]. 
There was already discussion about a 
third term and tliere probably 
would' ve been a fourth, too." OC

the facilities and activities offered to 
the approximately 21,000 residents of 
South Orange County's Leisure 
World. Here, active seniors, (median 
age 76 to 77) pack their hours with 
exercise, educational programs, hob- 
bies and social events. 

According to Leisure World's man- 
agement, female residents outnumber 
their male counterparts 3-to-l, though 
the atmosphere is hardly a scene from 
Tlie Love Boat or a lonely heart's club. 
Nonetheless, Leisure World is a sort 
of Garden of Eden for its happy male 
population. 'The single man has got 
it made," says resident Morey Field, a 
retired automotive mechanics instruc- 
tor in his mid-70s, "but the casserole 
brigade is a bunch of malarky. There 
are quite a few outgoing women 
here — you've got your pick. How- 
ever, there are certain things you 
must do in order to be socially suc- 
cessful," Field points out. 

Appearance is an important aspect 
in Field's full life. "Cleanliness is an 
absolute must," he says. "I shave 
twice a day — 1 will not look grubby." 
He adds that since it takes so little ef- 
fort to dress decently and look his 
best, it's not uncommon for him to 
change his clothes two or three times 
a day. 

Does all this concern over appear- 
ance pay off? You bet it does. When 
social engagements and festive par- 
ties such as the community's New 
Year's Eve affair are planned each 
year. Field is never left home in front 
of the television set. "I'm having a lot 
of fun," he states quite candidly. "As 
a matter of fact, I'm having the best 
time of my life — I think this is a won- 
derful place for anyone — married or 
single." 

Though the widower admits he is 
"very shy," he has boosted his popu- 
larity among the ladies by learning 
how to dance. Four times a week. 
Field attends dance club get-togeth-

ers and classes in square, ballroom 
and line-dancing; he recently spent 
over $100 for a pair of dancing shoes. 
Field also exercises at the Fitness 
Center four times a week, plays cards 
every Tuesday night (where he is cur- 
rently the only male participant), ex- 
ercises at home, and plays golf when- 
ever he feels Uke it. 

When he moved to Leisure World, 
Field was seeking easy living, and se- 
lected a co-op because, he says, "I 
don't want to do any more repair 
work." On the domestic side, he is 
completely self-sufficient. He ably 
does his own laundry, cooks, cleans 
house, does his own mending and 
makes a damn good cup of coffee if 
he does say so himself. The only 
thing missing in Field's otherwise 
full life is companionship. And it's 
companionship he searches for — not 
money and not casseroles — but 
rather a compatible, easy-going per- 
son. His immediate dreams also in- 
clude an extended trip to Paris and a 
motor trip around the United States. 

Another Los Angeles-area trans- 
plant, Arnold Jacobs, moved to 
Leisure World after residing briefly in 
Fountain Valley. Also a widower in 
his mid-70s, Jacobs dated the woman 
whose house he bought two years 
ago, and jokes that, "no, she really 
didn't come with the property." 
Humor is a priority in Jacob's life, 
and he proudly shows Orange 
County he has plenty of it to go 
around by entering cartoon captions 
in one of the county newspaper's 
contests. 

Between attending social club 
meetings and writing a variety of ar- 
ticles and speeches, Jacobs stays very 
active. He enjoys going out two or 
three nights a week, and particularly 
enjoys going to the theater. And yet 
as social as Jacobs is, he doesn't care 
for big crowds, and says that when 
he wants "to be alone, I want to be 
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alone. Things I don't want to do, I 
don't do." 

Surrounded by treasures and me- 
mentos from a full and happy life, 
Jacobs is proud to share stories of his 
years spent in the Air Force as well as 
in retailing, or just showing off a fa- 
vorite poetry or photography book. 
He also fends for himself quite well, 
managing his own cooking and 
cleaning on a daily basis. "I make a 
good chopped liver," he brags. And 
don't worry about Jacobs' dance card 
either — like Field's, his is pretty full, 
too — Jacobs has a lady friend and 
they go out quite frequently. 

When asked if it's a man's world at 
Leisure World, Jacobs laughs. "Most 
men think it's God's gift. It's eight to 
one, or so," says Jacobs, quoting 
what seems to be a popular miscon- 
ception about the ratio of women to 
men. However, rather than playing 
the field, Jacobs says he is com- 
fortable with "this one woman. We 
laugh a lot, and we complement each 
other." 

Prior to moving permanently to 
Southern California to get away from 
the cold New Jersey winters and to 
be with his grown children, Irv 
Sellings rented a condominium at 
Leisure World for more than two 
years. "The kids brought me out 
here, and this is an ideal spot," he 
says with a smile that radiates his 
warm personality. 

After making his living as a 
builder-developer for 40 years, 
Sellings chose to rent his home rather 
than be tied down by the constraints 
of home ownership. Doing so, he 
says, allows him "to be free to take 
off. I want to simplify my life." 
Bellings has lived the single life for 
nearly seven years and believes 
Leisure World is the ideal communi- 
ty for the single man between the 
ages of 60 and 80. "The place is kept 
up very nice. If s close to all the shop-

ping facilities, the people are very 
mendly, and you have £ill the oppor- 
tunities." According to Bellings, the 
ratio of women to men works in his 
fever. 'If s great. A lot of women are 
very lonely and want the company," 
he says. 

In any given week, Bellings can be 
found at the Fitness Center, playing 
or competing in table tennis tourna- 
ments, playing tennis and golf, tak- 
ing trips, and attending functions 
hosted by several clubs. He also 
dines out about four times a week. 

Bellings likens his leisurely life to 
that of summer camp. "I can't keep 
up with all the things [they have go- 
ing on here]. I often have to cross 
out something to do something — 
there's no time to be lonely," he says, 
as he checks his appointment book 
for the afternoon's schedule. "You 
just can't do it all," he shrugs in 
mock frustration. 

Although there are approximately 
200 resident-organized clubs at 
Leisure World, among the most pop- 
ular is the Swingin' Singles, "a purely 
social club," that meets once a month 
explains President Ada Feldman. The 
250-member club was founded three 
years ago by a female resident who, 
at the time, was newly widowed. 
"Where do single people go? What 
do they do?" Feldman says she won- 
dered during those early days. At the 
first meeting, "so many people at- 
tended, the fire marshal showed up 
and shut us down," she recalls. "It 
started witli a bang, and ifs been go- 
ing that way ever since." 

Swingin' Singles' calendar is 
packed with a host of activities, in- 
cluding holiday parties, entertain- 
ment, and day and weekend trips. 
The club's only rules are that mem- 
bers be single and current or previ- 
ous residents of Leisure World. 

Singles' organizations aside, the 
most active center for singles or cou- 



ples at Leisure World is the Fitness 
Center, where attendance hovers 

around 16,000 visits a month, and 
registered patrons number between 
3,500 and 4,000, reports Terry 
Robinson, who has been Leisure 
World's exercise coordinator for the 
past 15 years. Department chair and 
professor of physical education at the 
Emeritus Institute at Saddleback 
College, this 40ish athletic pro sees an 
ever-growing interest in fitness at 
Leisure World. "We started with a 
couple of classes, and every month 
these get bigger. The oiJy thing that 
limits us is floor space," she says. 

Tanya McElhaney, management 
executive since 1969 and now Ldsure 
World's community relations manag- 
er, has observed that residents are be- 
coming more health-conscious. For 
example, the original gym built for 
Leisure World was a relatively small 
structure in comparison to what 
houses today's popular Fitness 
Center. "It was not expected to be the 
activity of the day that it is now." 

The center underwent an expan- 
sion two years ago that now encom- 
passes 10,000 square feet of gym 
space and extensive amenities: 15 
treadmills, 12 advanced stationary 
bikes, 20 exercycles, two LifeSteps, 
two LifeRowers, weightlifting sys- 
tems, wall pulleys, free weights, and 
a host of elaborate rehabilitation 
equipment. Several major manufac- 
turers of fitness equipment have do- 
nated machines to the center in ex- 
change for testing and consulting by 
the seniors. 

The average age of the Fitness 
Center's participants is 76, with the 
oldest being about 90. "I have 65- 
year-old guys who can compete with 
anyone in weight training," says 
Robinson. Aerobics classes are pack- 
ed, with a peak attendance of be- 
tween 120 to 130 on any given day. 

Debl^ Lamb, director of recreation 



and a Leisure World employee for 
more than 20 years, says tihe commu- 
nity maintains a strong social empha- 
sis. "There are lots of activities for 
singles and for people [who want to] 
meet [other] people," she says. 

Most of the events Lamb schedules, 
including stage revues and perfor- 
mances by such notable stars as Eddie 
Rsher and Shirley Jones, are filled to 
capacity. Saturday-night dances that 
feature live bands attract as many as 
300 to 350 people, and theme dinners, 
such as "lasagna night," attract more 
than 200 diners who love the social 
aspects of such events. 

The newest Leisure World resi- 
dents are primarily couples, or indi- 
viduals who have some prior connec- 
tion to the community, McElhaney 
notes. "The majority of people have 
friends who are already living here, 
especially women who have lost 
their husbands. [It's not uncommon 
for] two or three girlftiends to move 
here and purduise their own manors 
(living units)." 

Contrary to popular belief. Leisure 
World is not a seniors' party scene 
and the men don't have a sultan's 
harem in close tow. Single women do 
not arm themselves with casseroles 
and pies, nor do they line themselves 
up at the front door of every new 
widower — no matter what the fe- 
male to male ratio is. 

Instead, Leisure World is every- 
thing its residents expect and want 
from a very private community. The 
residents are active, mature adults 
who lead full lives. They take great 
comfort in tiie security aiid pleaure in 
their easy, entertaining lifestyles. 

Leisure World, by all accounts, is 
more than a structured, planned 
residential community. Lamb whole- 
heartedly agrees: "Residents don't 
grow old in Leisure World, they 
grow young. They're having a great 
time." OC

our families a grounding in the reli- 
gious faith of our choice. 

When we worry about our kids — 
and we often do — it's more about 
keeping them safe from accidents, 
helping them achieve a good educa- 
tion and protecting them from some 
molester who might be lurking on a 
street corner outside school. We have 
just begun to make ourselves aware 
of the possibility that the people with 
whom we've entrusted our chil- 
dren — teachers, babysitters, Sunday- 
school instructors, even our spous- 
es — might abuse them. 

If it's hard to accept the notion that 
average, nice people could harm our 
children, it's twice as hard to believe 
those same people could do so delib- 
erately and systematically as a mem- 
ber of a Satanic cult — and certainly 
not here in Orange County, where 
everything appears to be so safe and 
normal. 

Ever since the McMartin Preschool 
case in Manhattan Beach that began 
some 10 years ago, we have come to 
regard claims of ritual abuse with 
skepticism. Tabloid tales of Sunday 
school teachers forcing children to 
drink blood or kill rabbits seem too 
implausible to be true. Does no one 
take such claims seriously anymore? 
Is fact not stranger than fiction? 

There are people who believe such 
claims carry at least some weight, in- 
cluding religious leaders, state and 
social-service authorities, law-en- 
forcement agencies, a large number 
of therapists and counselors, and 
hundreds of children and adults who 
claim to be survivors of Satanic ritual 
abuse. And a good number of those 
survivors reside in Orange County. 

The exact number of victims of rit- 
ual abuse in Orange County is diffi- 
cult to determine and therapists 
point out that those actively involved 
in cults are not likely to volunteer 
such information. Only those who

escape and seek help from officials or 
theraprists are able to provide any in- 
formation, and even that is likely to 
be disjointed because of the extreme 
trauma the individual has suffered. 
But there are some indications of the 
scope and magnitude of the problem. 

Authorities, for one, have started 
taking reports of ritual abuse serious- 
ly. In June 1993, the Orange County 
Task Force on Organized Child 
Abuse, a subsidiary of the Child 
Abuse Council of Orange County, 
presented an interdisciplinary semi- 
nar on the ritual abuse of children. 
More than 200 people attended, most 
of whom were local residents. Pre- 
senters included a school psycholo- 
gist, county social services represen- 
tatives, a medical expert specializing 
in child abuse diagnoses, a Los 
Angeles psychologist with extensive 
experience in treating survivors of 
ritual abuse, and an Orange County 
District Attome/s office investigator. 
An estimated 20 percent of those who 
attended the seminar claimed to be 
survivors of ritual abuse. 

A large number of psychiatric pa- 
tients report being victims of Satanic 
ritual abuse. Tlie therapists and coun- 
selors consulted for this article, most 
of whom specialize in dissociative 
disorders, support their patients' 
claims, saying that as much as 80 per- 
cent of their caseload consists of ritu- 
al-abuse cases. In one instance, 13 of 
15 patients treated for Multiple Per- 
sonality Disorder (MFD) have some 
recollection of being ritually abused. 
Nationwide, surveys have revealed 
that between 20 and 30 percent of 
MPD patients daim to be ritual-abuse 
survivors. 

At a low estimate, there are proba- 
bly hundreds of ritual -abuse sur- 
vivors in Orange Coimty. A high esti- 
mate would put the number in the 
thousands, giving the county's 4,000 
practicing therapists and counselors 



at least one or two patients apiece. 
While the existence of cult activity 

in Orange Count^' may be difficult to 
believe, neither is the problem re- 
stricted to its boundaries. Childhelp 
USA, an organization that serves the 
state of Califorrua, logged 1,741 calls 
in 1992 alone that involved claims of 
ritual abuse. In that same year. 
Monarch Resources of Los Angeles 
received nearly 5,000 calls on the sub- 
ject. Some U. S. law enforcement ex- 
perts believe that nationwide as 
many as 50,000 people are killed each 
year by members of Satanic cults. 

Despite these overwhelming statis- 
tics, there has not been a single suc- 
cessful criminal prosecution of ritual 
abuse in Orange County. It's obvious 
the problem exists, but what is being 
done to stop it? 

Far from being only a California 
problem, ritual abuse has been re- 
ported worldwide, in 33 states in the 
United States, as well as in Canada, 
Holland, Germany, Great Britain and 
Austrniin. It is a controversial subject 
among law-enforcement, mental 
health and religious professionals, 
who are finding a mutually accept- 
able definition hard to come bv. 

The Ritual Abuse Froject conduct- 
ed through the University of Colora- 
do at Boulder defines ritual abuse as 
an organized form of severe sexual, 
physical, emotional and spiritual 
abuse, often involving numerous per- 
petrators and many victims. Ritual 
abuse in\'(il\'es small children, adoles- 
cents and adults who may be forced 
to take part in cult ceremonies that 
range from "weddings" with Satan to 
crucifixions and ritud cannibalism. 

The project, which surveyed 33 
white, female survivors of ritual 
abuse from 13 states, found that all of 
them reported being sexiially abused. 
As many as 94 percent said that as 
children, they had been forced to per- 
form sexual acts with adults, and 97 



percent said they had been tortured. 
Another 97 percent said they had 
witnessed or were forced to partici- 
pate in animal sacrifices, while 88 
percent said they had witnessed or 
taken part in human sacrifices. 
Others say they were forced to eat 
human flesh. In most cases, the abu- 
sive acts began very early — often pri- 
or to 5 years of age — and ended 
around tlie age of 18, although some 
survivors report being abused as 
adults. 

About half those questioned by the 
project say the groups that abused 
them were Satanic cults, and the ritu- 
als performed were designed to wor- 
ship Satan and gain power. Others 
mentioned a Nazi white-supremacy 
movement and a "perversion of 
Christianity'." Most groups included a 
male leader or high priest, a priestess, 
a torturer and a medium. Survivors 
described ceremonies that were often 
perversions of Christian rites, indud- 
ing baptism into the cult, commu- 
nions that required human sacrifice, 
and marriages intended to bond a 
child to the group. These ca?emonies 
often took place on holidays that cor- 
respond with Christian holidays, or 
on cult members' birthdays. 

^^ctims usually faO into the follow- 
ing categories: 

•Children of cult members who 

are brought into the cult as infants 

by their parents. 

•Children in pneschool or day care. 

•Children from broken families 
wlio are abused during visitation. 
•Runaways or "throwaways" — 
people with no family. 
•MLssing persons. 
•Kidnap victims. 
•Adult survivors who are 
re-vicHmized. 

Ritual abuse seldom consists of a 
single episode, but instead involves 

repeated abuse over a long period of 
time. Physical abuse most often in-

eludes torture and killing, and sexu- 
al abuse is deliberately painful, 
sadistic and humiliating, and is used 
as a means of gaining dominance 
over the victim. Psychological abuse 
primarily involves the use of mind- 
control techniques as well as mind- 
altering drugs and ritual intimida- 
tion, which serves to instill in the 
victim a deep terror of the cult and 
the evil spirits believed to be at the 
cult's command. 

Such horrific events have a pro- 
found effect on victims, often result- 
ing in a dissociation from the experi- 
ence. Survivors often describe what 
they've witnessed or been subjected 
to very much like that of an out-of- 
body experience. "I moved up to the 
ceiling from where I saw this little 
girl being molested and I felt very 
sorry for her," is a typical description 
of a dissociative experience. Psy- 
chologists specializing in the field re- 
port that nearly all victims of ritual 
abuse go on to develop MPD. 

Alfonso Valdez, investigator for 
the Orange County District Attor- 
ney's office, says there is a fine line 
between ritual abuse and Satanic 
worship. It is not illegal to worship 
Satan, and as a religion, Satanism is 
protected under the U.S. Consti- 
tution. But criminal activity, whether 
performed as part of a religion or for 
its own sake, is subject to criminal 
prosecution. 

Ritual abuse is not limited to 
Satanic cults, nor do all Satanists 
practice ritual abuse. In fact, two of 
the more well-known Satanic groups, 
the Church of Satan and the Temple 
of Set, have issued statements deny- 
ing that their groups participate in 
any sort of criminal activity. Michael 
Aquino, high priest of the Temple of 
Set, says temple members have a 
strong sense of ethics and don't Idll 
people or animals in the practice of 
their religion.

The motive for ritual abuse may be 
power, control of the victim and oth- 
ers, financial gain, worship of evil or 
evil entities, mind control, training or 
indoctrination, and sexual gratifica- 
tion. Valdez categorizes occult practi- 
tioners as either "true believers," 
people who break the law because 
their occult belief system requires 
them to do so, or "true criminals," 
who use occult belief systems to justi- 
fy their criminal acts. 

There are two types of true crimi- 
nals, "predatory ritualists" who com- 
mit ritualistic crimes to satisfy their 
own cravings for power, money, sex 
or control; and "psychopathic ritual- 
ists" such as Charles Manson or Rich- 
ard Ramirez (the "Night Stalker"), 
who commit ritualistic crimes to satis- 
fy their own delusions or obsessions. 

Most survivors suggest, however, 
that they were ritually abused as part 
of Satanic worship for the purpose of 
indoctrinating them into Satanic be- 
liefs and practices. 

There are three types of Satanic 
worshippers who are likely to engage 
in criminal activity. 

1. "Dabblers" are typically upper- 
middle-class teenagers, characterized 
as "curious about everything." They 
are often drawn to Satanism through 
references in heavy metal music, the 
Dungeons and Dragons game of role- 
playing, and involvement in drink- 
ing, sex, and drug parties. These 
teens are often underachievers in 
school and have low self-esteem. 

2. "Self-styled Satanists" are loners 
with psychopathic and criminal 
backgrounds, such as Ramirez. 

3. "Criminally oriented cults" are 
highly organized, secretive groups 
whose members come from all sta- 
tions in life and span several genera- 
tions. Doctors, educators, lawyers, 
police officers, ministers and leaders 
of organizations such as white- 
supremacy groups, are said to hold

high positions within these cults. 

Frighteningly enough, survivors 
often report that Satanic ritual abuse 
is familial and intergenerational — a 
hidden crime that descends from 
generation to generation. Ritual 
Abuse Project identifies fathers as the 
primary perpetrators of ritual abuse 
(58 percent), with mothers being 
named by 42 percent of survivors. 
Grandmothers, grandfathers, aunts 
and uncles were also typically identi- 
fied as ritual abusers. 

Adult survivors have reported be- 
ing abused by physicians, high-secu- 
rity government employees, teachers 
and military officers. Priests, police 
officers, judges, farmers and morti- 
cians were also mentioned. Children 
sometimes report that they have been 
abused by people posing as Santa 
Claus. 

If all this seems far-fetched, you're 
not alone. Survivors of ritual abuse 
suffer from a monumental credibility 
gap with the public. 

"If we say too much, people will 
shut down completely because they 
can't stand to believe Satanic cults ex- 
ist," says one therapist who chose to 
remain anonymous. Others agree, 
but point out that they, too, didn't 
want to believe what their patients 
were telling them. And yet the sheer 
number of reports and the similarity 
between them is the most convincing 
evidence cited by most mental-health 
professionals. 

"The most telling piece of evidence 
I've had was when two unrelated pa- 
tients described the same event — 
from different physical perspectives," 
says one North Orange County psy- 
chiatrist who also prefers to remain 
anonymous. "It was a big cult meet- 
ing several years ago out on Lake 
Mead. Several different groups were 
there, and they captured a family of 
campers and raped, then crucified 
the woman." According to the psy- 



chiatrist, one patient described the 
event from the south side of the lake, 
while the other described what he 
had seen from a vantage point on the 
north side. Other therapists agree. 
Kexdn J. Connors, an Orange County 
counselor, points out numerous simi- 
larities in other cases around the 
world. For example, therapists from 
as far away as Australia report that 
children's nursery rhymes such as 
"Who Killed Cock Robin" and 
"London Bridge Is Falling Down" are 
used to trigger self-harming or de- 
structive behaviors. Connors believes 
that one reason for this type of condi- 
tioning is to produce "perfect ser- 
vants" of the cult. 

"Underneath all the sensationalism 
about midnight activities — the grave- 
yards, the blood and the upside- 
down crosses — this is about people 
engaged in calculated abuse to con- 
trol children for some kind of nefari- 
ous purpose," Connors says. "From a 
business standpoint, they want chil- 
dren they can control for child 
pornography, prostitution and drug 
smuggling. Through ritual abuse, 
these people can create the near-per- 
fect courier." 

So where's the evidence — the 
bones, the ritual implements, the bod- 
ies? Survivors say cult members ei- 
ther destroy or conceal the evidence. 
For example, human bodies are eaten 
and the remains are burned to ashes, 
buried, dumped at sea or disposed of 
by mortuaries operated by cult mem- 
bers. They also allege that police offi- 
cers or judges sympathetic to the cult 
cover up or disallow any concrete evi- 
dence that may remain. 

Infant sacrifice may be the most 
horrific element of ritual abuse. Even 
more appalling, though, is where the 
cults obtain these babies for sacrifice: 
They breed them. Most female sur- 
vivors claim they have been forcibly 
impregnated and later required to 
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participate in their undocumented 
baby's sacrifice. 

Marjorie Jones (not her real name), 
a nurse at Orange County's 18-bed 
Dissociative Disorder Unit has heard 
these stories firsthand. "A lot of 
women say that as teenagers, they 
were used as breeders to make babies 
for the cult," she says. "One patient 
[reported she] had to skin her little 
boy, cut off his penis and drink his 
blood for the Satanic high holidays." 

Jones believes most of her patients. 
"We get some borderline personali- 
ties — you know, attention-seeking 
types. But for the most part, these 
women are not like that. Most are 
afraid of revenge. We have to moni- 
tor their phone calls and get-well 
cards. Someone could send them a 
coded message to kill themselves — 
and they would do it," Jones says. 

In response to such reports, FBI ex- 
pert Ken Lanning says, "I can find no 
evidence of the extreme end of what 
these victims allege — and by that I 
mean the organized, intergenera- 
tional cults that are involved in baby 
breeding and human sacrifice." 
Lanning believes that while Satanic 
ritual abuse may exist, it is not an or- 
ganized, subterranean religion. He 
thinks some adults may use Satanic 
symbols to frighten the children 
they're abusing into silence. 

Other experts point out that chil- 
dren's stories of ritual costumes, ani- 
mal sacrifice and sexual abuse are so 
fantastic that parents and authorities 
tend not to believe them, thinking 
that many of the alleged murders 
may have been illusions. Terror, 
abuse, fatigue and drugs may 
heighten the effect of gimmickery 
and sleight-of-hand on children's 
minds. 

Skeptics think they have another 
explanation for the consistency of 
these stories of ritual abuse: False 
Memory Syndrome. Psychologist 



A victim's memories 

provide the most 
compelling evidence 
that Satanic cults exist. 



Ralph Underwager and others be- 
lieve tales of ritual abuse are false 
memories created unintentionally by 
parents and therapists who subcon- 
sciously encourage children to say 
what they want to hear. 

Underwager told viewers of the 
nationally syndicated television pro- 
gram, America's Most Wn]ited, "You 
look at the network of people who do 
this ritual abuse balderdash, and they 
go to the same workshops, they read 
the same things, and so on. The ther- 
apists talk to one another, and it's the 
therapists who produce the same ac- 
counts across the country by shaping 
and molding the people," Under- 
wager says. 

It is still a victim's memories and 
accounts that provide the most com- 
pelling evidence that Satanic ritual 
abuse exists. Trauma produces a dif- 
ferent kind of memory. Called "body 
memories," "traumatic memories" or 
"fixed ideas," this type of memory is 
well-documented in psychiatric re- 
search that dates back as far as the 
19th century. 

In cases of extreme trauma, a per- 
son is unable to make sense of what 
is happening. The shock and horror 
of the experience is pushed outside 
his or her experience so that the nar- 
rative memory (one's internal life 
story) cannot integrate the experi- 
ence into its pattern of understand- 
ing. As a result, the individual will 
probably not remember the event. 
Instead, some random occurrence 
will trigger a traumatic memory, 
during which the patient will re-ex- 
perience all the feelings and details 
of the original event. This is the ba- 
sis of Traumatic Shock Syndrome, in 
which traumatic memories are virtu- 
al tape-recordings of events as they 
happened. Because they have been 
inaccessible to the narrative memo- 
ry, these memories are accurate 
records of traumatic events, and

Taken individually, these behav- 
iors do not necessarily indicate a 
child has been ritually abused. 
However, if a child suddenly ex- 
hibits several of these symptoms, 
there may be cause for concern. 

1. Fear of going to the bathroom 
or bathing. 

2. Obsession with feces and 
urine. 

3. Fear of weddings and funerals. 

4. Acting out sexually in ways 
that are not appropriate to his or 
her age. 

5. Making excuses not to return 
to school or to a babysitter. 

6. Fear of authority figures such 
as police, doctors or teachers.

15. Extreme vigilance about 
keeping all doors and windows 
locked.

18. Fear that parents will be 
killed or injured. 

19. Scars, scratches or tattoos in 
the shape of cxilt symbols.

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thus are especially pertinent in iden- 
tifying ritual abuse. 

Prosecuting ritual abuse cases is 
problematic for several reasons. 
Young children, for one, make poor 
witnesses. The traumatic nature of 
such an event combined with a 
child's limited vocabulary and the 
natural propensity of children to fan- 
tasize, make juries incredulous of 
their testimony. Adult survivors, on 
the other hand, have difficulty recall- 
ing and testifying about events that 
happened 20 or 30 years ago, espe- 
cially if they were under the influ- 
ence of drugs or mind control at the 
time. The fact that adults often suffer 
from psychiatric problems or exhibit 
multiple personalities makes them 
seem even less reliable to jurors. 

Hard evidence is usually negligible 
or nonexistent. Police from across the 
country have spent days digging at 
sites said to contain the remains of 
cult victims, only to come up empty- 
handed. Others have found evidence 
of Satanism, such as stone altars and 
animal bones, but no proof of illegal 
activity beyond trespassing. 

District Attorney Investigator 
Valdez says law-enforcement officials 
have a different perspective on ritual 
abuse. "Each case has to be investi- 
gated on its own merits and the alle- 
gations have to be substantiated to 
proceed with a criminal filing and 
subsequent prosecution. In some cas- 
es, the ritual aspect of the crime may 
not be needed to proceed with the 
criminal case," Valdez explains. 
"However, the ritual aspects of a 
crime may be important if one is to 
proceed with a civil lawsuit against 
the alleged perpetrator." 

While most ritual-abuse cases nev- 
er come to trial, there have been a 
number of prosecutions that have re- 
sulted in convictions. In most in- 
stances, the ritual abuse aspect was 
never mentioned in court, even 
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though victims' accounts clearly indi- 
cated the true nature of the crime. Of 
13 cases successfully prosecuted 
across the country between 1984 and 
1992, 10 involved day-care centers, 
schools or babysitters. 

In 1991, Orange County resident 
Bonnie Badenoch and her sister filed 
a dvil suit against their mother, alleg- 
ing she had victimized them as ch3- 
dren during Satanic rituals and had 
continued the abuse with Bonnie's 
daughter. It was the county's first 
and only lawsuit to seek compensa- 
tion for damages done by ritual 
abuse. The sisters won their case, but 
the jury awarded them no damages. 

If there is one phrase that best de- 
scribes the Orange County agencies 
involved in investigating ritual abuse 
cases, it would be "frustrated vigi- 
lance." "We get occasional reports al- 
leging ritual abuse, but the majority 
come from adults," says Ray Gal- 
lager of the Orange County Child 
Abuse Registry, "and only a handful 
of the cases that have occurred [in 
Orange County carry] an allegation 
of current ritualistic abuse of a child. 
To my knowledge, as an agency we 
have not been able to substantiate 
any [claims]." He adds, "If ritual 
abuse is going on in the way some 
people say it does, the pure dynamics 
of the system will keep it hidden. 
Current investigative methods aren't 
going to be successful with this type 
of abuse." 

Barbara Oliver, director of the 
Laguna Hills-based Task Force on 
Organized Abuse of Children, an 
agency that organizes seminars on 
ritual abuse, is even more frustrated. 
After nearly two years of study, her 
task force is on the verge of disband- 
ing. "What's next?" she asks. "We're 
not set up to do the necessary kinds 
of research. There needs to be re- 
search in this area of child abuse be- 
fore we can even talk about it."

Oliver also says it's difficult to have 
any clear-cut information or statistics 
about Orange County when there is 
so little evidence gathered for the en- 
tire country. "It makes it difficult for 
an organization like ours that has to 
be grounded in proof and evidence. 
Survivors' stories are very com- 
pelling, but our focus is on children, 
and most of the information [avail- 
able] is on adults. On a personal lev- 
el, I'd like to know if this is happen- 
ing so we could do something about 
it, " she says. 

Investigator Valdez echoes the 
same frustration: "I would really like 
to have the evidence to prosecute 
some of these guys," he says. 

No consensus has been reached in 
the issue of ritual abuse, but as Dr. 



David McNeil, a skeptic about most 
claims says, "If only 10 percent of 
what I hear about ritual abuse is true, 
then we have a major problem on our 
hands." 

Richard J. Loewenstein, past presi- 
dent of the International Society for 
the Study of Multiple Personality and 
Dissociation, and senior psychiatrist 
and director of the Dissociative 
Disorders Program at Sheppard and 
Enoch Pratt Hospital in Baltimore, 
Maryland, calls for further research 
and asks believers and skeptics for "a 
modicum of good will, whether we 
take one side or the other to try to 
maintain some sort of middle 
ground, we can learn something 
from one another that may be helpful 
to our patients," he says. "Despite the 



controversies, clinicians are faced 
with the problem of treating these pa- 
tients in a responsible and competent 
fashion. We must make the best judg- 
ments we can about treating these 
patients. It's also important that we 
keep our minds open to any new 
data that may emerge," Lowenstein 
says. 

In the meantime, if your child tells 
you things that seem too terrible to 
be true, temper your skepticism. 
Listen — and seek help. OC

High-Speed Civil Transport 
Rockets Ahead 
It's faster than a speeding bullet. 
Actually, it's faster than just about 
any form of passenger transportation 
currently available to the public. The 
United States has been the leader in 
aeronautics since the Wright brothers 
first took flight in Kitty Hawk, North 
Carolina — and UCI is helping main- 
tain that lead. Now, Professor Sam- 
uelson is conducting research for the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA) to reduce 
the levels of nitrous oxide emitted 
into the stratosphere from the pro- 
posed High-Speed Civil Transport 
vehicle (HSCT). The HSCT will com- 
mence operation in the year 2000, 
and will carry approximately 400 
passengers at 2.4 times the speed of 
sound and four times faster than 
modern passenger aircraft. The 
HSCT will shuttle passengers to Asia 
twice daily from the United States. 

Industrial Education 

Program Established 
Thanks to UCI, a ray of light may 
actually soon shine down on dis- 
placed aerospace workers in Orange 
County. The School of Engineering 
established the Industrial Education 
Program for professional engineers 
employed by the school's corporate 
affiliates to ease the transition from 
employment in aerospace to other re- 
lated fields, such as environmental 
and biomedical engineering. 

Pacific Rim Consortium 
The state of California is leading 
the way once again. Key researchers 
from Taiwan, Korea, Japan and 
California are participating in the 
Pacific Rim Consortium in Energy, 
Combustion and the Environment. 
The goal of the consortium is to dis- 
cover ways of reducing wasteful en- 
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ergy use in everyday life. Each year, 
two universities and two major in- 
dustries in each country host the 
meeting.

UCI research team headed by John J. 
Wasmuth, have identified the gene 
responsible for Huntington's Disease. 
Researchers now plan to concentrate 
on understanding how this particular 
gene determines whether someone 
becomes ill.

Frank Meyskens, director of UCI's 
Clinical Cancer Center, has discovered 
that vitamin A, when combined with 
a chemotherapy drug, can help post- 
pone the onset of the acute phases of 
leukemia.

been the crossroads of the East and 

West for centuries. Huge mosques 
with rounded domes and towering 
minarets distinguish the skyline of 
Istanbul, where poorly dressed street 
peddlers and shoeshine boys run 
counterpoint to the shop windows 
that gleam with gold jewelry and 
signs that beckon tourists and wel- 
comc credit cards. In the Grand 
Bazaar, a labyrinth of covered pas- 
sageways and 4,000 shops, traditional 
Turkish brassware and water pipes 
are sold side-by-side with knock-offs 
of Chanel purses and Izod shirts. 
Here if s just as common to see wom- 
en in feshionable jeans and designer 
dresses as it is to see men kneeling in 
the streets in their daily prayers to- 
ward Mecca. 

The cacophony of this cosmopoli- 
tan dty is increased by the piercing 
cries of muezzins whose job it is to 
call faithful Muslims to prayer five 
times each day. Their shouts are am- 
plified bv loudspeakers high in the 
minarets that surround Istanbul's 400 
mosques. Except during times of 
prayer, visitors are welcome inside 
the sanctuaries, where shoes must be 
removed and left at the entrance. 

Many American travelers are dis- 
covering that Istanbul is one of the 
world's most exdting destinations, 
and the name of die nation's famous 
candy, Turkish delight, also describes 
the city. 

Founded by the Greeks in 667 B.C., 

Istanbul is layered with the remains 
of the great Byzantine, Roman and 
Ottoman empires. Turkey was born 
when the latter empire of the Turks 
finally ended with the overthrow of 
its sultan early in this centvirv. After 
the establishment of the republic in 
1923, Turkey's first president, Kemal 
Ataturk, b^gsn a campaign to west- 
ernize the country, despite the fact 
tliat nuist of its territory hes in Asia 



Minor, not Europe, and that 98 per- 
cent of Hirks are Muslim. 

In a move tov\'ard westernization, 
Ataturk changed his nation from an 
Islamic to a secular state; new laws 
forbade women to wear veils or men 
to wear the round, red caps called 
fezzes. Ataturk outlawed Arabic 
script and replaced it with the Latin 
alphabet. Even Turkey's largest city 
was renamed; Constantinople, a re- 
minder of the Ottoman era, was 
changed to Istanbul. 

Today, this city of several miUion 
people is part of a liberal Muslim 
country where all religions are ac- 
cepted and practiced. The Turks, who 
share a border with Iraq, joined the 
Allied forces during the Gulf War. 
Needless to say, Americans are very 
wekome visitors. 

The remarkably westernized popu- 
lation of Istanbul may disappoint 
some travelers who mav be expecting 
a more exotic community, but some 
sights still attract attention, such as 
the produce-filled donkey carts that 
weave through the mass of cars, bicy- 
cles, buses, taxis and trucks in the 
dt/s bumper-to-biunper traffic. 

While visitors can easily explore 
the busv city on their own \vith a 
good guidebook and map, it's worth- 
while to learn about some of the local 
history and customs from an experi- 
enced Turkish guide on a half- or 
full-day bus tour. The most signifi- 
cant sites, including the best-known 
mosques and museums, are on the 
European (western) side of the Bos- 
phorous I^ver in the old walled sec- 
tion of the city. The area covers the 
seven hills of a promontory that is 
shaped by the waters of the Bos- 
phorous River and the Golden Horn, 
a narrow inlet named for its gilded 
reflections of the setting sun. 

Dominating a section of the old 
dty is the Sultan Ahmet Mosque, a 
"must" on every sightseer's list. 



Better koown as the Blue Mosque, its 
exterior is distinguished by six 

minarets; it is the only mosque in the 
world adorned with so many of tiie 
slender pointed towers. Inside the 
Blue Mosque is the main attraction: 
More than 20,000 ceramic tiles in 55 
shades of blue that have been ar- 
ranged primarily in floral designs to 
decorate the walls emd columns that 
support the mosques' huge dome. 
Hundreds of electric lamps and 
stained-glass windows illuminate flie 
tiles and the dozens of handsome 
prayer rugs that cover the floor. 

Larger still, and equally impressive 
is the mosque of Sulemein the Mag- 
nificent, the 10th ruler of the Otto- 
man Empire. On Fridays, the major 
day of prayer, as well as on reUgious 
holidays, thousands of the faittinil fill 
the enormous domed sanctuary and 
courtyards of the Suleymaniye 
Moscjue that was built in the 1 550s. 

A thousand years earUer, Cliristian 
Emperor Justinian commissioned St. 
Sophia Church, a Byzantine show- 
piece with a splendid dome that was 
the largest in the world until St. 
Peter's Basilica was built in Rome. St. 
Sophia was later converted into a 
mosque, and since 1935, it has been a 
museum known as Haghia Sophia. 
Worth seeing also are the Christian 
mosaics that were restored after hav- 
ing been plastered over when the 
building became a Muslim place of 
worship. 

Adjacent to St. Sophia is another 
museum, Topkapi Palace, the most 
extensive Turkish monument in 
Istanbul. Visitors often spend an en- 
tire day or more viewing the fascinat- 
ing displays in its many buildings 
that include the Treasury and the 
Harem. Housed in the palace are the 
eighth-largest diamond in the world, 
tlue 86-carat Spooiunaker, and the fst- 
mous dagger with an emerald-en- 
crusted grip that was the object of 
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As you ride the Palm Springs Aerial TVam, and the desert heat below 
gives way to the crisp mountain air above, you'll feel like you're in the Alps.

thieves' desires in the 1964 hit movie, 
Topkapi. A guided tour of the Har- 
em's elaborate private chambers re- 
veals the unusual lifestyle that was 
once the norm of the sultans, their 
wives, concubines and eunuchs. 

The enclosed maze of small shops 
known as the Grand or Covered 
Bazaar, is a challenge to explore with- 
out getting lost. Tour guides suggest 
following the main arched street, and 
if you take any of the side passage- 
ways, make certain to retrace your 
steps back to the main street to keep 
your bearings. 

It's very easy to get distracted by 
the garish display of goods, which in- 
cludes a mix of cheap souvenirs of 
brass, copper and onyx, and excel- 
lent-quality Turkish rugs, gold and 
silver jewelry, and leather goods. 
Avoid being seduced into buying an- 
tiques, however, which are illegal to 
export (and may very well be expen- 
sive fakes). 

Bargaining is a must at any bazaar. 
Shopkeepers expect it, and you are 
expected to play the game. If you're 
serious about an item, offer 50 percent 
of the asking price. After a bit of 
friendly haggling, expect to pay 75 to 
80 percent of the initially quoted 
price. Whether you're just browsing 
or in search of a particular item, it's 
customary for many shopkeepers to 
offer you a glass of apple tea, or thick, 
sweet Turkish coffee as you shop. 

Another bustling bazaar that's fun 
to explore is the 17th century Egyp- 
tian Bazaar, also known as the Spice 
Bazaar. Herbs and spices were the 
main commodities in the bazaar's 
early days, but now television sets 
and other electronic goods are com- 
monly found in many of the shops. 
Outside the bazaar, however, you can 
still find markets that have plenty of 
fresh flowers, fruit and fish for sale. 

Istanbul has a number of upscale 
stores with high-quality merchandise 
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where shopkeepers accept credit 
cards and are happy to ship your 
purchases home. And don't be fright- 
ened by the exorbitant price tags 
quoted in Turkish Ura; 10,000 lira is 
equal to about one U.S. dollar. 

Turkish rugs and carpets are a fa- 
vorite purchase of visitors, but be- 
ware of high-pressure salesmen. It's 
wise to visit a few Oriental carpet 
stores before leaving the states to 
learn about the different types of 
rugs available and the going rates in 
California. Especially popular are the 
traditional carpets of 100 percent 
wool and natural dyes woven by 
Turkish nomads, but there are also 
rugs of pure silk, as well as those in 
blends of wool and cotton. Avoid 
making a hasty purchase — shop 
around, as no two carpets are alike 
and you might find a design you like 
better at the store next door. 

Unless you arrive in Istanbul by 
cruise ship and live on-board during 
your trip, stay in the novel and very 
comfortable Ayasofya Pansiyonlari, a 
row of charmingly renovated 300- 
year-old wooden guest houses just 
outside the walls of Topkapi Palace. 
Located on a quiet street closed off to 
traffic, the nine historic buildings that 
comprise Ayasofya Pansiyonlari each 
feature five to 10 guest rooms that 
have been redecorated in the style of 
the 19th century. Tassled armchairs, 
canopy-covered brass beds, and vel- 
vet curtains at the windows charac- 
terize the decor of each charming 
room. Guests may enjoy tea in the 
gardens, meals in either of two din- 
ing rooms, and a Hbrary. 

Other lodging options include the 
more expensive chain hotels such as 
the Hilton, the Sheraton and the 
Ramada, or the newly opened Hyatt 
Regency Istanbul. You may also stay 
at Pera Palace, a classic grand hotel 
from the turn of the century. 

After experiencing much of Tur- 
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key's present and past in Istanbul, 
visitors should take time to explore 
all that the countryside has to offer. 
Easiest to reach are the many coastal 
attractions, especially the archaeolog- 
ical sites of Ephesus and Pergamum 
that are popular ports of call for 
cruise ships sailing the Aegean Sea. 
Along the Mediterranean Sea, charter 
boats often sail into Bodrum and 
Marmaris, two of Turkey's most 
stunning beach resorts. Overland ex- 
cursions may be made to the 
Anatola, the vastly different interior 
of Asia Minor and the location of the 
nation's modem capital, Ankara. 

Another favorite destination is the 
port of Kusadasi. Once considered 
the greatest city in Asia Minor, and 
now called the Jewel of the Aegean, 
Kusadasi is only a few miles from the 
Greek and Roman ruins at ancient 
Ephesus. The town has grown from a 
small fishing village to a seaside holi- 
day resort that plays host to a Club 
Med. The most unique place to stay, 
however, is Club Caravanserail, a 
300-year-old inn that was once a 
walled oasis for travelers and their 
animals. Visitors today enjoy 40 guest 
rooms dressed in Ottoman decor and 
a palm-shaded courtyard restaurant 
that becomes an open-air nightclub 
that features Turkish music, folk 
groups and belly dancers. The beach- 
es along Bird Island, which is con- 
nected by a jetty, draw sunbathing 
vacationers who stay long past sun- 
set for parties in the island's half-cen- 
tury-old fortress that has become a 
popular discotheque. 

Sooner or later, everyone ventures 
to Ephesus, the site of one of the 
Seven Wonders of the Ancient World 
that was also a temple to the Ionian 
goddess Artemis (later worshipped 
as Diana in Roman times). Marble 
streets worn by the wheels of chari- 
ots, the imposing facade and statues 
of the Library of Celsus which date 
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back to 135 B.C., and a hillside am- 
phitheater that seats as many as 
25,000 spectators, are among the 
spectacular sites Espheus has to offer. 

From Dikili, another port town 
along the Aegean Sea, visitors may 
travel inland through verdant fields 
where cotton and tobacco, among 
other crops, are still tended by 
hand — a reminder that much of Tur- 
key remains an agricultural state and 
more than half its population contin- 
ues to live the simple way of life. 

At Bergama are the impressive 
remnants of Pergamum, an ancient 
Greek city that was later controlled 
by the Romans. A renowned healing 
center, Bergama features a marble al- 
tar engraved with a staff and serpent, 
now the internationally recognized 
symbol of modem medicine. Parch- 
ment was invented in Pergamum, 
which was once also home to a 
world-class library of 200,000 books. 

Visitors have long been attracted to 
Turkey by its archaeological sites, but 
there is so much more to see and dis- 
cover — from the shopping bazaars 
and beach resorts to the hospitable 
Turkish people — that makes the East- 
meets-West nation such a remarkable 
place to vacation. OC

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president of Warren Imports, a presti- 
gious Laguna Beach antiques dealer. 
Driven by a 30-year obsession. May 
roams the world in search of the elu- 
sive, the rare and the beautiful. 

Serious collectors can't put a name 
on their mania for fine antiques. Call 
it a passion, an endless quest for rari- 
ty and refinement, says Richard 
Yeakel, another respected dealer and 
avid world traveler. 

And they won't deny their love af- 
fair with the past. Passionate collec- 
tors seem to exist solely for two rea- 
sons — discovery and ownership. 
"You might go years without finding 
something," says May. "Then one 
day you'll spot 10 objects of beauty 
you can't resist buying." 

The good news is, collectors may 
no longer have to wait years. For 
the well-versed collector of high- 
end antiques, there seems to be no 
better time to buy than the present. 
Shops are overstocked with every- 
thing from rare fabrics to ancient 
statuary, and the quality of many of 
the pieces is so high that museums 
from around the world have joined 
in the chase. 

Prices for the finest high-end an- 
tiques are holding steady from a few 
years ago, and may even be show- 
ing signs of falling. All the while, 
shopkeepers have in their posses- 
sion items that haven't been seen in 
years. The one-of-a-kind piece you 
thought adorned someone else's 
Palm Beach estate might possibly be 
sitting in a Newport Beach antique 
store waiting for a new home. The 
sagging economy that has affected 
both collectors and impulse buyers 
has left retailers with a treasure 
trove of items. "There's a lot out 
there if [you're willing to] look," 
says Costa Mesa antiques appraiser 
Sheryl Gillett. 

Older collectors, bent on selling off 
their collections to fund their retire-

ments, have always been a source of 
new finds on the market. But now, 
younger, cash-strapped owners are 
selling off heirlooms and auctioning 
possessions in record numbers. Many 
are being forced to sell as a result of 
relocation, divorce settlements or fi- 
nancial hardship. 

Store closures and bankruptcies, 
especially among the smaller auction 
houses along the East Coast, are 
adding to the profusion of quality 
pieces on the market. Prices are be- 
ginning to fall while inventories are 
increasing like never before, even in 
the modest, lower-priced antiques 
arena, where copies of original peri- 
od pieces and faddish memorabilia 
abound. 

"It's always a good time to buy 
quality," says appraiser Stephen 
Caudana, Sheryl Gillett's husband 
and business partner. "Right now, it's 
a very good time to buy high-quality 
antiques because prices for many 
things are quite reasonable." 

Since the Eighties, when prices 
began spiraling out of control, re- 
tailers have been left to cope with 
the aftermath of an antique binge- 
buying craze that drove prices up 
and then back down again. Dealers 
are doing everything to reverse the 
sharp decline in business that has 
shaken the industry and felled even 
world-class emporiums in such 
shopping meccas as London and 
New York. Even in the local Orange 
County market, "business has 
dropped considerably," says dealer 
Robert H. Pyke, owner of The Bish- 
op's Antiques, a small, high-end 
shop in Laguna Beach, the hub of 
many of Orange County's finest an- 
tique stores. 

Today, banks are hesitant to lend to 
retailers or show confidence in the in- 
vestment status of antiques. Loans, 
which traditionally allowed dealers 
the freedom to buy new pieces, have

gone the way of the Ming Dynasty, 
and many dealers are said to be cash- 
poor, saddled with an ever-increasing 
debt while the cost of maintaining 
their opulent stock continues to rise. 

A few retailers have managed to 
stay healthy during the economic 
uncertainty, but others are barely 
surviving, says Pyke, who adds that 
most retailers try to tempt collectors 
with superior quality and fair 
prices. 

Certainly, the rarest objects will al- 
ways command a heady price, and 
dealers with the taste and business 
acumen to second-guess the buying 
public are reaping big profits from 
such sales. Sales of trendy items such 
as German Biedermeier furniture or 
Chinese porcelain can keep a dealer 
warm for the winter. And though 
popular items are usually scarce, it is 
their scarcity that makes them so 
highly prized and drives up their val- 
ue and price. 

But most dealers, like collectors, in- 
sist they aren't in the business for the 
money, but endure purely out of a 
love of beauty. The business is com- 
prised of a small circle of antiques 
aficionados who know each other 
well and often double in their roles as 
buyers and sellers. Most dealers are 
also private collectors who initially 
got into the business by collecting. 
Many collectors often spend years 
doing business by buying from and 
often re-selling the same items to the 
same dealers. It is also very common 
for dealers to deal among themselves 
or with auctioneers, who in turn buy 
and sell to other dealers. 

Veteran retailer G. R. Durenberger, 
owner of Durenberger and Friends in 
San Juan Capistrano, says this "self- 
renewing" aspect of the antiques 
business keeps beautiful pieces "recy- 
cled" among collectors who can truly 
appreciate their aesthetic value. It also 
tends to shut out high-rolling specu- 
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lators who invest in antiques for the 
sole purpose of turning a profit. 

The market for antiques may be 
global in scope, but it is also a very 
small, local business, notes Tom 
Stansbury of Stansbury Antiques in 
Nev^port Beach. At any given time, 
the greatest percentage of business 
comes from about 10 clients. "These 
10 clients may change, but [the num- 
ber is constant]," says Stansbury. 

Avid collectors such as multimil- 
lionairess Joan Irvine Smith stake 
their reputations on their collections 
and guard their possessions as care- 
fully as their privacy. They typically 
shun publicity, and dealers do their 
best to maintain the confidentiality of 
their transactions. Dealers "live or 
die by [their] reputation," says 
Yeakel, who claims he doesn't open 
his Laguna Beach store to browsers 
or casual shoppers. "By Appoint- 
ment Only" is the way this second- 
generation dealer shows liis pieces. 

Indeed, there's a hushed, rarified 
air that surrounds the art of buying 
and selling antiques. At the high 
end, "it's not the man on the street 
who seeks us out," says Barbara 
Harwell, co-owner of Durenberger 
and Friends in San Juan Capistrano. 
Harwell says she primarily sells to 
friends and wouldn't think of violat- 
ing this arrangement with dishon- 
esty or mistrust. In most cases, deal- 
ers don't have to persuade collectors 
to buy; the antiques usually sell 
themselves. According to May, deal- 
ers are there to offer judgment and 
expertise. 

Expertise among individual deal- 
ers, of course, varies greatly. The bet- 
ter dealers have extensive knowledge 
of not only what's popular but also 
the history and quality of timeless 
pieces. Yeakel, for instance, can speak 
knowledgeably about most of the 
pieces in his small but otherwise 
well-stocked shop, while another 
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Retailers buy only 
when they know they're 
getting something 
truly remarkable. 



dealer we spoke to had to look up the 
spelling of "Biedermeier," and wasn't 
sure of what kind of wood a prized 
17th century Italian desk standing in 
his own showroom was constructed. 
But dealers often make up for this 
disparity by networking closely with 
each other. Competition among deal- 
ers is so amicable, in fact, that they 
routinely refer customers to one an- 
other and frequently become part- 
ners in related ventures. 

Alliances are good, perhaps, be- 
cause at least locally the business has 
displayed some stability, despite the 
precarious state of the economy. 
Traditionally, the demand for high- 
end antiques has remained strong. 
But that hasn't been the case recently, 



says Samuel Pennington, publisher of 
Maine Antique Digest, a regional mag- 
azine so widely read it's used as a na- 
tional business barometer of the an- 
tiques industry. According to Pen- 
nington, demand at the upper end 
has slackened. Wealthy private col- 
lectors are shopping for value and 
taking their time before buying. Like 
dealers, they constantly search for the 
right balance of beauty and price. 
Many have opted to hold on to their 
money, passing up excellent buys in 
search of one extraordinary find. 

Interior designers, who buy for 
their clients and have seen their own 
business plummet by as much as 40 
percent, have also shied away from 
antiques. "Right now, prices are a big 



factor," says Jason Titus, an Irvine- 
based interior designer. And design- 
ers are not alone. Retailers have also 
become skittish about buying. 
Though they might spend more in 
the end, they buy only when they 
know they're getting something truly 
remarkable, Stansbury says. 

David Moore of Atwater, Cali- 
fornia-based Bustamante Enterprises, 
a firm that produces antique shows, 
contends that business is, for the 
most part, down everywhere. But by 
comparison, "the high-end stuff is ac- 
tually moving best. It's the middle 
and low ends that have been hardest 
hit," he says. 

To say they've been hard-hit may 
be putting it lightly. Dan Petru, own- 
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er of Old Country Antiques, a shop 
in Orange that specializes in import- 
ed middle-end furniture, says busi- 
ness has dropped by at least 30 per- 
cent from two years ago. Petru and 
partner Josh Ursu opened Old 
Country in January after closing a 
store in Pasadena. Now they're won- 
dering if it wasn't a mistake. "People 
are mostly buying small items and 
ignoring the large antiques, which is 
where we make most of our money," 
says Petru. 

For shoppers, thaf s precisely what 
makes it a great time to buy, contends 
Andrea Wolford of Once Upon A 
Time, a Huntington Beach dealer of 
middle-end fine furniture and acces- 
sories. Retailers are overstocked and 
facing great pressure to make deals, 
says Wolford. "I'd be willing to nego- 
tiate with an interested buyer just to 
avoid having to sit on the inventory," 
she confesses. 

In trade jargon, "high end" usually 
means high-quality furniture, jewel- 
ry, pottery and other decorative art 
pieces that appraisers consider the 
finest examples of their period, and 
that are at least a century old. 
Antiquities or artifacts from ancient 
Greece or Rome are not considered 
part of the antiques market. 

High-end pieces are characterized 
by their high intrinsic value, and su- 
periority of design, materials and 
craftsmanship. Pieces must be origi- 
nals, not copies, and should be in ex- 
cellent condition. A high-end piece 
should also offer evidence that its 
makers intended the object to be 
used by someone of wealth, Caudana 
says. 

Provenance, another factor behind 
quality, denotes the piece's lineage by 
providing a precise history of previ- 
ous owners. Therefore, a Dickens 
writing desk, for example, would be 
nearly priceless if it could be proven 
that somewhere along the line it was 
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used by E. M. Forster and owned by 
William Randolph Hearst. 

High-end antiques usually retail 
for astounding prices compared to 
those in the middle- and low-end 
range. For example, Yeakel recently 
sold a French walnut card table with 
a woven needlepoint top for just un- 
der $100,000. But most high-end ob- 
jects sell for considerably less. A 
Chinese carved rose-quartz horse, for 
example, was listed by Warren 
Imports at $5,000, and Stansbury is 
offering a 19th century etched 
Georgian silver serving tray for 
$3,200. 

The middle end is comprised of 
good reproductions and rare period 
pieces, especially of American her- 
itage. These often command high 
prices, but are usually nowhere near 
the price range or quality of fine 
Asian and 18th century European ob- 
jects. Therefore, while age is some- 
times a factor in determining value, 
this is not always the case. 

The low-end market is usually an 
odd assortment of collectors' memo- 
rabilia — perfume bottles, Marilyn 
Monroe photographs and Howdy 
Doody dolls. But even in the low-end 
arena, there are gems to be had, in- 
cluding rare baseball cards that often 
fetch thousands of dollars at public 
auctions. 

With all antiques, quality goes a 
long way in determining price. But at 
the high end, rarity, popularity, fash- 
ion and taste, historical period and 
state of repair figure more promi- 
nently in deciding price than in the 
lower markets. 

A piece's prior selling price and 
the value of similar items on the open 
market — especially at auctions held 
by Christie's and Sotheby's, the 
world's largest auctioneers — also in- 
fluence price. With few exceptions, 
most respectable dealers closely 
watch prices and business trends as 
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reflected in the major antiques maga- 
zines and the buyer's guides pub- 
lished by auctioneers. 

Yeakel, who buys mostly in Eu- 
rope, insists he sets his own prices 
and doesn't bother with local retail- 
ers' or auction trends. Instead, he 
prices his stock according to the 
world market. 

Veteran dealer Harry J. Lawrence, 
owner of Warren Imports and a 
world authority of Oriental antiques, 
says he tries to set prices below 
world markets. He does so, he says, 
because among retailers, "Warren 
Imports is the world market." His 
claim has merit. Lawrence's dazzling 
Laguna Beach store (he also owns a 
second shop in Palm Desert) is liter- 
ally stocked to the ceiling with rare 
and one-of-a-kind jade, wall hang- 
ings, silk fabrics, Byobu screens, rugs, 
jewelry, furniture, vases and fig- 
urines. The shop holds a fortune in 
inventory gathered from more than a 
hundred buying trips to Asia, and in 
many cases, the antiques are the only 
surviving pieces of their kind in the 
world. 

Lawrence says he disdains the 
rampant overpricing of antiques that 
routinely pass for rare objects in New 
York, San Francisco and Beverly 
Hills. In his crowded upstairs office, 
he points to the rose-quartz horse 
he's priced at $5,000. He says the 
same figurine in New York would list 
for $50,000. 

"People are foolish at auctions," 
contends Lawrence. "You take two or 
three people bidding on something 
and it takes the value of a piece out of 
the blue." But in setting prices, mis- 
takes can and do occur. Appraisers 
who mistake an excellent copy of an 
18th century Chippendale chair for 
one built a century later can erro- 
neously drive up the price of an an- 
tique that, while stiU beautiful, is not 
authentic. Then there are the outright 



frauds who inflate prices and then 
suddenly send them plummeting. 

Antiques appraisers figure promi- 
nently in determining the value and, 
therefore, the probable price of an ob- 
ject. But appraising is far from being 
an exact science, and a number of 
professional antiques appraisers hold 
questionable credentials. Outside of 
membership in professional groups, 
there are currently no licensing or 
credentialing requirements set by 
regulatory agencies. The American 
Society of Appraisers, however, to 
which Gillett and Caudana belong, 
requires would-be members to pass a 
tough entrance exam. 

There is speculation, too, that deal- 
ers who also act as appraisers on be- 
half of collectors run a serious credi- 
bility risk. Collectors are wise to get 
more than one independent appraisal 
before closing a deal. An appraiser 
can fraudulently assess the value of a 
$500 bowl at $50, buy it from an un- 
wary collector, and then sell it at a 
higher value. "There's too much 
room for deceit," says Harwell of 
Durenberger and Friends. 

The whole mania for antiques, 
fraudulent or otherwise, reached its 
zenith in the Eighties when investors 
rushed in to buy up anything of val- 
ue. Speculators caused prices to sky- 
rocket, making some dealers and col- 
lectors very wealthy. 

The feeding frenzy showed no 
signs of satiation, recalls Duren- 
berger. "Everyone had this hysterical 
idea that no matter what you paid, it 
was going to be worth more tomor- 
row," he says. 

The speculators were right. The 
dollar appreciation of most antiques 
went through the roof, while their 
aesthetic value, in many cases, went 
out the window. Investors fed off 
each other and drove prices even 
higher. Finally, when the recession 
struck and a number of banks failed, 
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the upward spiral collapsed. 

Of course, even today, most high- 
end antiques consistently appreciate 
in value. But it happens over time, 
Caudana cautions, and antiques 
rarely appreciate uniformly. 

"Antiques defy all logical account- 
ing rules," Stansbury says. In any 
case, collecting for investment pur- 
poses isn't where the emphasis 
should be, he adds. 

Durenberger agrees. "You should 
buv antiques first and foremost for 
their beaut}'," he says. "If you're buy- 
ing them as investments, invest in real 
estate or the stock market instead." 

Aesthetic appreciation is one thing, 
but like any business, the antiques 
trade relies on currency to stay sol- 
vent. Hard times and tight credit 
have given most dealers the pinch, 
and for ardent collectors who can af- 
ford the pricey hobby of collecting, 
there's no better time to barter. "Car 
lots and antiques dealers are the only 
places left where people can dicker 
over price," Stansbury says. 

With certain exceptions, dealers 
are willing to take less for some 
pieces if it means improving their 
cash flow and clearing their floors. 
Most would have you consider them 
first rather than trying Sotheby's or 
Christie's, where good objects are 
likely to fetch higher prices. 

Selling or buying directly from a 
retailer usually means quick and easy 
deals made on a more personal, 
friendly basis. These are important 
considerations if you are a serious 
collector who needs to raise cash 
quickly and will want to do repeat 
business later. 

In any case, experts advise buyers 
and sellers to stay informed. Learn as 
much as possible before dabbling in 
antique collecting. The more you 
know, the better you'll appreciate the 
aesthetic and financial \'alue of your 
collection. OC

A Second Wind, 
a New Generation

They never achieved the enduring 
fame of the Beatles or the Rolhng 
Stones, and unUke The Who or The 
Kinks, their records have been out of 
print for nearly two decades. There 
was a time, however, when the Dave 
Clark Five (DCS) rode a wave of 
huge success and popularity. It was 
known as the British Invasion, an au- 
ral and visual assault on the ears and 
eyes of America's youth that became 
the Waterloo for such suddenly passe 
crooners as Bobby Vinton, Steve 
Lawrence, Bobby Vee and Pat Boone. 

Some of us still have vivid memo- 
ries of the DCS riding shotgun with 
the Beatles in 1964. Such songs as 
"Glad All Over," "Bits And Pieces" 
and "Because" shared chart space 
with "Can't Buy Me Love," "Do You 
Want To Know A Secret" and "A 
Hard Day's Night." Indeed, there 
were many a hard day's night for 
Dave Clark and his band, the first 
English group to tour the United 
States and perform 18 times on the 
legendary Ld Sullivan Shozo. 

"It was phenomenal," recalls Clark, 
at a stop in the Southland on a recent 
promotional tour "You can't explain 
it. It was absolutely unbelievable. 
When we arrived at Kennedy Airport 
[in New York], there were 3,S00 peo- 
ple there [to greet us]. They had to 
stop all the planes coming in," he 
says. "[Things] happened for us in 
America in a matter of weeks. Our 
first record came out in January of '64, 
and it [made it to the charts] in 
February. We did two [Ed] Sullivan 
Sluru'S, and all of a sudden we had six 
records in the Top 20 — all witliin an 
eight-week period," Clark says, still 
amazed by the band's rapid success. 
"We [began] touring America in May, 
playing for 60,000 people a night. [All 
of this took place in] a space of about 
12 to 14 weeks."

Now that vinyl recordings have 
gone the way of the dinosaur, little 
has been heard from this popular 
Liverpool quintet that sold more than 
50 million records before fading off 
into extinction in April 1970. 

Until now. 

Clark, the drummer who founded 
the Dave Clark Five in Tottenham, 
England, in 1960, has compiled a 
comprehensive 50-song, double com- 
pact disc set entitled The Hisionj of the 
Dave Clark Five. A motherlode of nos- 
talgic dance tunes, the generous col- 
lection includes the artist's favorite 
album tracks, B-sides and other rari- 
ties culled from the masters to pre- 
serve the integrity of the recordings. 

But don't speak of the Dave Clark 
Five's music in nostalgic terms. Clark 
certainly doesn't. He believes his mu- 
sic is as appealing to today's youth as 
it was to their parents. 

"This collection is for the people 
who made it a part of their lives," 
says Clark, "but the amazing thing 
about Sixties music is that a whole 
new generation is into it. 1 own a se- 
ries called Ready, Steady, Go! that I 
bought in the Seventies. I purposely 
didn't do anything with it, and 
wouldn't sell off any clips. My ac- 
countant went crazy when 1 said I 
wanted to wait until the 20-year cy- 
cle, then put it out so the new genera-

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tion could experience it." Clark's 
foresight was right on target. "We put 
[the series] out on video and it went 
to No. 1 around the world. In fact, in 
Japan, it was the biggest selling mu- 
sic video ever. It was No. 1 for five or 
six months." 

His next move was to air the series 
on United Kingdom television where 
it reached the top 5 in the ratings. 
Viewers wrote 100,000 letters, 80 per- 
cent of which were from people who 
weren't even born in the Sixties. 
"They loved the show and loved the 
music and wished they had [grown 
up] in the Sixties," says Clark. 

Then he tackled America. "I put 
[the series] out on the Disney Chan- 
nel here in December of '89 and it ran 
until '91, and they got sack loads of 
mail," he says proudly. "And again, 
70 to 80 percent of the people who re- 
sponded said they weren't born in 
the Sixties, but they loved the music." 
If Dave Clark's intuition is anything 
like his business acumen, expect the 
Dave Clark Five to experience a ma- 
jor renaissance. 

A high-school dropout at the age 
of 15, Clark and his friend, guitarist 
Chris Walls, decided to start a group 
to finance their rugby team's trip to 
the Netherlands. They advertised in 
the pop music weekly Melody Maker, 
and before long had formed a band 
and started rehearsals. 

At the time, each of the DC5's mu- 
sicians kept his day job. Clark 
worked as a film extra, his first step 
toward fulfilling a dream of becom- 
ing an actor. He got his big break 
when a stunt man broke his leg dur- 
ing a shoot and Clark volunteered to 
take his place. Clark worked through 
the night as a stand-in and was paid 
£300 for his trouble, a small fortune at 
the time. But rather than spend it 
frivolously, Clark decided to invest 
the money in his future. 

"The Dave Clark Five was basical- 
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ly a live band," Clark says. "During 
'63 we got the Gold Cup for being 
the best live band in Britain. We were 
packing in 6,000 people a night, five 
nights a week for 18 months, so we 
got two recording offers from major 
companies. In those days there [was] 
an in-house producer who [told] you 
what songs to record. They wanted 
to package you and make you into 
what was successful at that moment, 
whatever was the flavor of the month. 
That wasn't the DCS." Instead, Clark 
and the DCS found success by culti- 
vating a distinctive sound. "I believe 
you have to be honest with yourself. If 
you believe that the direction you 
want to go is the right direction, then 
you shoiild do it." 

Clark did more than finance the 
production of his group's first record 
and lease its rights. He also became 
DCS's producer and manager, keep- 
ing a tight rein on the quintet's ca- 
reer. While other bands were being 
cheated out of millions by unscrupu- 
lous or naive representation, the 
Dave Clark Five was getting rich. 

"Most [bands] ended up with 
nothing," Clark says, "which was 
very sad. It's almost like being a [pro- 
fessional] athlete. You have a certain 
amount of time [in which you are vi- 
able.] You should reap the rewards." 

After a string of hits, Clark dis- 
banded the group in 1970. He had 
begun taking acting lessons during 
the band's last year together, and 
found solace in studying the works 
of such playwrights as Ibsen, Shake- 
speare and Chekov. He concentrated 
on drama and theater for three years 
at London's prestigious Central 
School of Speech and Drama, of 
which Sir Laurence Olivier was a pa- 
tron, and later continued his studies 
at the famous Actors' Studio in 
Hollywood under the tutelage of Lee 
Strasberg. 

Ironically, it was Clark who direct-

The musician had co-written and 
produced a musical called Time, in 
which he convinced Olivier to star. 
The show broke box-office records in 
London's West End, eventually play- 
ing to more than a miUion people. 

Clark then produced Time — The 
Album, a double album that included 
performances by Olivier, as well as 
Cliff Richard, Freddie Mercury, Julian 
Lennon, Dionne Warwick, Burt 
Bacharach, Ashford & Simpson and 
Stevie Wonder. The album went on to 
spawn hits in the U.K. by Lennon, 
Richard and Mercury. And in 
Australia, Olivier — at 80 years of 
age — had his first hit single for nar- 
rating 'The Theme From Time," thus 
becoming the first lord of the realm 
to achieve top-5 chart status. It is a 
memory Clark will never forget. 

"Olivier was a great inspiration to 
me," says Clark. "1 wanted him to 
play a part in a musical I'd written, 
and also to narrate the album. 
Everybody said I'd never get him. 
But I've always been a firm believer 
that if you shoot for the moon, you 
stand a chance of reaching the stars, 
and with Olivier I think I was very 
blessed to get a very special star." 

Clark's own star has shined bright- 
ly as well, both as a musician and as 
a businessman. Now that Tlie History 
of the Dave Clark Five is in record 
stores, the artist is preparing a boxed 
set that could include up to twice as 
many songs. After that, there's no 
telling what he might come up with 
next. 

"I'm somebody who goes on im- 
pulse," Clark explains. "If something 
came up and it was exciting, I'd give 
100 percent. I've learned now in my 
life never to say never — ever — be- 
cause you don't know what's around 
the comer. And with me, if it's some- 
thing that really fires me up, I'll do it. 
That's the way I am." OC

The Case of the Maligned Man 

By Thomas G. Martin 



As I enter my 25th year of inves- 
tigative service, this case — the 
first since my switch from the public 
sector as a superviscny federal agent 
with the U.S. Department of Justice 
to the private sector as an in\ estiga- 
tor — ^is one of my most memorable 
and satisfying. Here's why. 

As the new P.I. in town, I had an 
empty Rolodex, a bare desk, and a 
phone that never rang. But things 
soon changed, and I got my first 
client. Jef(* was a man who had been 
sentenced to 10 years in prison and 
was out on appeal of his conviction 
for 18 counts that included child sodo- 
my and rape. Jeff's Orange County 
judge and jury had not believed he 
was innocent. 1 took the case because 1 
had time, and even though Jeff had no 
money, our pairing was a harmonic 
convergence of sorts. 

Jeff insisted he had not sexually 
molested or otherwise harmed his 
stepdaughter. That said, I spent the 
next two days reading the transcript 
of the trial. But just between you and 
me, on the basis of the transcript 
alone I, too, would have concluded 
that Jeff was guilty. Nevertheless, I 
conducted numerous interviews that 
kept turning up a common response: 
"I can't believe Jeff did this." 

Then, in one of those rare instances 
in which life is actually fair, I found 
the stepdaughter Karen*'s diary. The 
August 22 entry read: "Gary* devir- 
ginized me today." If this were true, 
then Jeff was an innocent man. 
Somehow, I had to find Gary — and I 
did. An Army private stationed in 
Germany, Gary confirmed he had, in 
fact, "devirginized" Karen. He also 
told me Karen had fabricated the mo- 
lestation story so she and her mother 
could get all of Jeff's assets rather 
than the customarv 50 percent 



ceedings. Gary also told me about 
Karen's best friend Tlieresa*. He said 
if I could track her down, she would 
be able to confirm his story. 

Not only did Theresa, whom I 
found in Virginia, confirm the story, 
she also told me she was upset with 
Karen. That made but she said 
she was even more upset with the 
Orange County district attorney who 
had prosecuted the case — ^which did 
not make sense. 

According to Theresa, Karen, who 
had been about 15 years old at the 
time of the alleged molestation, dated 
the newly married district attorney 
when she was 17. 

Not only had I gathered enough 
evidence to prove a man's innocence, 
1 had also gathered a significant 
amount of evidence to prove another 
man's guilt. 

I spent the next six weeks studying 
the best criminal attome)^ in Orange 
County by sitting in on numerous tri- 
als, especially those involving allega- 
tions of murder, rape, or cliild mo- 
lestation. I observed court-appointed 
and private-practice attorneys, and 
got referrals from the district attor- 
ney's office. Once I felt I had covered 
all my bases, I chose one of the best 
criminal atttnneys in Orange Coimty 
to represent Jeff. 

During the course of the two-and- 
a-half-week hearing that included 
newly obtained evieience, Karen sat 
on the witness stand, clad in an ultra- 
conservative. Communion-style 
dress. Having noticed this, 1 leaned 
over to Jeff's attorney and said, "Ask 
her just one question. Ask her when 
she bought the dress." The attorney 
posed the question to Karen, who un- 
der oath, stated she had purchased 
the dress the previous night. Why? 
Because the district attorney told her 
tr. The hiry'< vorJi;'! aiul frT'^ M-n 



fence from the first trial were thrown 
out by the same judge who had origi- 
nally passed down Jeff's sentence. 
The district attorney undoubtedly re- 
gretted dating Karen; he was ulti- 
mately fired. 

What's the moral of this story? 
Misery can be mitigated by know- 
ledge. You need not face a decade in 
prison to benefit from such knowl- 
edge. If you've been involved in an 
automobile accident, you need to 
know the top personal-injury attor- 
neys in Orange County. If you'\'e re- 
ceived a letter from the Internal 
Revenue Service saying your tax 
statements are to be audited, you 
need to know who the best tax at- 
torneys are and where you can find 
them. And if you win the lottery, 
you need to know the top people in 
Orange County with whom you can 
wisely invest your newly acquired 
fortune.

Fox one-stop holiday shopping, a 
bookstore can't be beat. Holiday 

gift list in hand, you can select books 
to fit every taste, price range, and 
subject, from art to zoology. 

Is there someone on your list you'd 
like to keep awake all rught, savoring 
a terrific read full of suspense, sav- 
agery, drama and terror? Juxtapose 
that with an innocent feniily, memo- 
rable characters, and a sinister con- 
spiracy, and Mr. Murder (Putnam, 
$23.95) by Dean Koontz is tailor- 
made and right on target. Having 
written eight New York Times best- 
sellers in as many years, Koontz 
knows how to grab a reader's inter- 
est and keep him or her engrossed to 
the very last page. 

Koontz paints a vivid portrait of 
the Stillwater family, the warmest, 
most lovable collection of people 
since Charles Dickens' Cratchit fami- 
ly in A Christmas Carol. Like the 
Cratchits, the Stillwaters bask in the 
glow of familial warmth, readying 
for the start of the Thanksgiving and 
Christmas holidays. 

Marty Stillwater is a successful 
mystery writer, about to be the sub- 
ject of a cover story for People maga- 
zine. His wife Paige is a caring child 
psychologist. Their two high-spirit- 
ed, adorable daughters (10-year-old 
Charlotte and 7-year-old Emily) com- 
plete the image of the idyllic family 
residing comfortably and happily in 
Mission Viej/o. 

The familjr's favorite part of the 
day is story time. Paige makes pop- 
corn and cocoa between hugs and 
kisses, while Marty spins stories for 
Charlotte and Emily. This particular 
tale is about Santa Claus's evil twin 
brother, told in verse reminiscent of 
the wicked humor of T. S. Eliof s po- 
ems about cats.

House, $17). Her sixth published col- 
lection is a book full of wisdom. 
Angelou is best known as the poet 
who read "On the Pulse of Morning" 
at President Bill Clinton's inaugura- 
tion last January and for her best-sdl- 
ing autobiography / Know Why The 
Caged Bird Sings. However, to truly 
appreciate this, her 12th book, you 
must know how she developed the 
insists she's crammed into this slim 
volume. Raised by her grandmother 
in a small town in Arkansas, An- 
gelou became a single mother very 
young, and practically grew up with 
her son, which gave her a strong 
sense of family and the importance of 
spirit, strength, courage and virtue. 

Her sense of iHne dramatic is a di- 
rect result of touring 22 countries as a 
cast member of the off-Broadway 
production of Porgy and Bess, on tele- 
vision in Roots (which earned An- 
gelou an Emmy nomination), and 
dancing with Alvin Ailey. Add to 
that working as a journalist in Egypt 
and Ghana, producing miniseries', 
teaching (music, dance, writing and 
American studies), and at the request 
of Martin Luther King, Jr., serving as 
northern coordinator for the South- 
em (Christian Leadership Conference. 
Her distillation of all these experi- 
ences undoubtedly comes from a 
poet's heart. Caution: After reading 
this volume, give it to someone with 
a talent for sipping — 110-proof prose 
should not be gulped.

make great gifts for people who 
haven't read them or who would like 
to reread them now that Morrison has 
won the 1993 Nobel Prize for litera- 
ture. Morrison says she has filled in 
"huge silences in literature... silences 
about black girls, black women, con- 
temporary stories." The Swedish 
Academy said: "She delves into the 
language itself, a language she wants 
to liberate from the fetters of race. 
And she addresses us with the luster 
of poetry." The woid used most often 
to describe her work is "lyric," a qual- 
ity which runs throughout Jazz 
(Knopf, ^1), Beloved (Knopf, $2730), 
and Song of Solomon (Plxaae, $10).

Have you any sports fans on your 
list? If so, pick them up a copy of Jim 
Murray, An Autobiography (Macmil- 

lan, $20), by the Pulitzer Prize-win- 
ning sports columnist for the Los 
Angdes Times. To describe Murray as 
a sportswriter is like mentioning 
Beethoven and the composer of 
"Chopsticks" in the same breath. 
Even people who don't like sports (or 
who are very selective about the 
sports they do like), enjoy his enter- 
taining style of writing. He can tell 
you why women like basketball (and 
it's not "because women like to see 
men run around in their underwear," 
he writes) and he quotes Woody 
Hayes' approach to foreign policy as 
"Beat Michigan!" Some of his most 
pungent prose, though, is reserved for 
the cities where sports are played: Los 
Angeles is "underpoliced and over- 
sexed," and New York City's only 
safe place "is Grant's Tbmb. Which is 
to say Grant is safe, not you." 

For the football fan on your list, 
Frank Gifford's anecdote-filled The 
Whole Ten Yards (Random House, 
$22), written with Newsweek colum- 
nist, Harry Waters, makes an ideal 



gift. Gifford says, "As far as I'm con- 
cerned, I'm a broadcaster. Tlaat's the 
hat I've worn for the last 30 years." 
Indeed Monday Night Football (the 
longest running prime-time series in 
television history, next to the Ed 
Sullivan Show) has provided Gifford 
with a spot at center stage since 1971. 
He claims his role in the Howard 
Cosell/Don Meredith /Gifford tri- 
umverate was billed by a critic as 
"the bland leading the blind." 

Aside ftx)m broadcasting, however, 
Gifford has led a very interesting life. 
As the son of an itinerant oil-field 
worker, he lived in 47 towns before 
starting high school in Bakersfield, 
California, where he became a star 
football player. After graduation, 
Gifford attended the University of 
Southern California, later playing 
professionally with the NFI.'s New 
York Giants. EXuing his 12 years in 
professional football, Giffon! made 
All-Pro at three different positions, 
was inducted into the NFL Hall of 
Fame in 1977, and worked with such 
football greats as Tom Landry and 
Vince Lombard!. He's acted and per- 
formed stunts in movies with Tony 
Curtis and James Gamer, and starred 
on stage with Don Meredith in "The 
Odd Couple." Gifford once declared, 
"If the theater ever needs me, I'm 
ready." And if all that wasn't enough, 
he's also married to morning-show 
hostess Kathie Lee Gifford, a story 
that in itself could fill a book. 

Gifford writes, "It strains belief to- 
day, but when I broke into profes- 
sional football in 1952, it was the ugly 
duckling of sports. Major-league 
baseball and college football owned 
the fans." 

And speaking of baseball, Tlte Era 
1947-1957: When the Yankees, the 
Giants, and the Dodgers Ruled the 
World (ncknor & Fields, $22.95) by 



Roger Kahn, is being hailed as one of 
the best books ever written about 
baseball, perhaps even surpassing 
Kahn's classic.

The Dice and Roll 

By Pete Johnson 



My colleagues think very highly 
of Ichibiri, a low-key sushi and 
teppan house with two locations, one 
in San Clemente and one in Dana 
Point. So highly, in fact, that the 
Southern California Restaurant 
Writers gave the restaurants two gold 
awards last year. Knowing this, 1 nat- 
urally anticipated great things. 1 in- 
vited friends. I was excited. I wanted 
this to be a very Japanese experience, 
filled with exquisitely prepared bits 
of exceptional food, polished Japan- 
ese manners and, most important, 
the ritual of Japanese dining. 

I got most of what I expected. The 
teppan and sushi in both locations 
was good, solid Japanese-style cui- 
sine, but the manners from the wait 
staff were much more casual than I 
expected and the ritual seemed as 
much derived from our local beaches 
as it was based on ancient Japanese 
culture. 

The San Clemente location is the 
better of two. Situated along the 
town's north shore just off El Camino 
Real, the restaurant is a very pleasant 
destination with a view of the ocean 
from the sushi bar and the patio. 
About half the restaurant is taken up 
by teppan tables, the flat, hot plates 
of steel on which chefs fling fork and 
knife about in deft display, like hu- 
man cuisinarts. The other half of the 
floor is divided between the sushi 
bar and cocktail lounge. 

The sushi crowd fills the bar early 
and keeps it open late — sushi re- 
quires that kind of ritual. The Japa- 
nese have a saying that goes some- 
thing like this: "You drink the first 
saki, the second saki drinks the first, 
and the third drinks you." The same 
idea could apply to sushi. The view 
at the sushi bar becomes intoxicating 
as the chef prepares the fish and 
forms it into intricate little designs of 




shape and color. You hunger over 
each morsel, anxious as much for the 
show as the pungent flavor. The 
sheer volume of what you can con- 
sume in such an anticipatory atmo- 
sphere hits home only after you re- 
ceive the bill, since each piece is 
charged separately. 

In one evening, it's very easy to be- 
gin with tuna and yellowtail, gradu- 
ate to eel and squid and conclude 
with octopus, sea urchin and ikura. 
The chef's lively banter and jokes 
(which get bawdier as the evening 
wears on and the saki flows) make it 
even easier to ignore your budget. 
But in the end, it all seems well worth 
the investment — after all, dinner in- 



cludes the show. (One chef elected to 
take his tips in saki, not an unusual 
practice, I'm told). Even if the 
thought of raw fish turns your stom- 
ach, you may still enjoy the ritual of 
ordering crab, vegetable or cucumber 
sushi in a roll, or simply eating the 
sweet sushi rice straight. 

The teppan tables are a bit more se- 
date than the action at the sushi bar, 
but your dining experience can be 
just as much fun, depending on the 
size of the crowd. As many as eight 
can sit and enjoy a wonderful meal 
and a dazzling culinary show. The 
fare is simple by design: Beef, chick- 
en, halibut, lobster, scallops and 
shrimp, as well as vegetables and rice, 
are all intended for the fryer, and the 
quality and freshness of ingredients 
carmot be hidden from patrons when 
cooking on a teppan grill. Although 
many of the dishes are available with 
sauces, the finished dish almost al- 
ways turns out best unadorned. 

It's obvious Ichibiri takes great care 
in selecting prime ingredients for the 
teppan grill. The filet mignon. New 
York strip and top sirloin steaks used 
in the teriyaki beef dishes, for in- 
stance, are all choice selections. The 
chicken appears to be all-white breast 
meat, and the halibut and scallops 
are tender and juicy. The only disap- 
pointment were the shrimp, which 
were very small and overly salty. 

The side sauces — including a 
sweet, vinegary soy-based broth for 
the vegetables (mostly cabbage, 
onions and mushrooms) and sea- 
food, and a snappy ginger sauce for 
the steak and chicken — were right on 
target. Teppan dinners are served 
with a generous portion of decently 
fried rice, but my request for steamed 
rice was refused. And while Ichibiri 
boasts an outstanding sesame and 
ginger dressing, it is wasted on a bed

of pedestrian iceberg lettuce. 

Ichibiri's teppan chefs are not as 
lively as their sushi counterparts, and 
the production lacks some of the 
flash displayed at some of the area's 
bigger teppan houses where chefs 
whirl and swirl their blades with 
amazing speed and sleight of hand. 
But fear not: They put on a blade-rat- 
tling good show. 

Table service is aloof yet profes- 
sional, although it can sometimes get 
very casual to the point of being care- 
less, and the teppan chefs tend to be 
sloppy side. 1 suppose I'm spoiled: 
I've grown used to precision carving 
and dicing at the grill table. 

But that may just be the general 
temper of these restaurants. Ichibiri 
seems to be less a Japanese restaurant 
than a great place at the beach that 
happens to serve sushi and teppan- 
grilled cuisine. The Monarch Beach 
location, especially, is a very casual 
affair, almost crude in its decor and 
layout. But even the more elegant 
San Clemente restaurant has relaxed 
the formal rituals associated with 
Japanese food by letting their hair 
down a little and lightening up on 
the manners. Maybe it's the beach 
crowd — the local businessmen in 
Hawaiian shirts and boat shoes, the 
surfers and the sun-worshippers — 
that has made Ichibiri a more relaxed 
place. 

I certainly don't find Ichibiri's style 
offensive, just different from what I 
expected from a Japanese restaurant. 
The open atmosphere that focuses 
less on the food and more on fun 
seems to suit the place just fine. This 
attitude is also reflected in their pric- 
ing. Ichibiri has priced their teppan 
dinner plates and sushi a few dollars 
less than the competition, encourag- 
ing me to camp just a little longer at 
the sushi bar for one more saki and
